A*  Act  to  extend  the  time  for  the  collection  of  tares  in  the  citj  of  Foad

The  people  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  time  for  the  collection  of  taxes  in  the  Timeextend'd 
city  of  Fond  du  Lac  is  hereby  extended  twenty  days  for  collect'n  of 
beyond  the  time  within  which  returns  are  now  by  law  t**68, 
required  to  be  made ;  Provided,  That  this  act  shall  not 
be  so  construed  as  to  alter  the  time  for  the  payment  of 
the  State  tax  to  the  county  treasurer  as  said  city  treasu- 
rer was  required  before  the  passage  of  this  act 

Sec  2.  The  city  treasurer  of  the  city  of  Fond  du  Lac  city  Tremor- 
shall  have  the  same  power  to  collect  all  taxes  in  arrears  dut7* 
in  said  city,  by  levy  and  distress  or  otherwise,  as  here- 
tofore provided  by  law,  within  the  time  specified  in  the 
first  section  of  this  act ;  at  the  expiration  of  which  said 
time  he  is  hereby  required  to  make  return  of  his  warrant 
and  doings  in  the  premises  as  is  now  required  by  law. 

Sec  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

Chapter  2. 

a  Ad  Act  to  provide  for  a  special  assessment  and  collection

The  people  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly r,  do  enact  as  follows : 

T©  make  out  Section  1.  The  town  assessor  of  the  town  of  Lewis- 
ton,  in  the  county  of  Columbia,  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  make  out  an  assessment  roll  of  all 
the  taxable  personal  property  and  real  estate  therein, 
i  appraise  the  same  in  the  manner  now  prescribed 
by  law.

Sec.  2.  The  assessor  shall  coniplete  the  assessment 
plete  the  same,  roll  of  said  town  as  now  prescribed  by  law,  and  certify 
and  deliver  the  same  to  the  town  clerk  of  said  town  on 
or  before  the  first  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1857. 

Town  Clerk  s  $ec.  3-  Tne  town  cler^  °f  sa*d  town,  within  ten  days 
duty.  after  the  delivery  of  the  assessment  roll,  as  provided  by 

section  two  of  this  act,  shall  calculate  and  carry  out  the 
amount  of  taxes  chargeable  to  said  town,  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  section  50,  chapter  15  of  the  revised 
statutes.

Chapter  3. 

An  Act  to  authorize  the  city  of  Portaee  to  construct  a  toll  bridge 

the  Wisconsin  river. 

The  peoph  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  i.  The  act  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  .  .        .  , 
the  Portage  Bridge  Company/'  approved  March  29th,  c  repea^  ' 
1855,  and  the  act  amendatory  thereof,  approved  March 
25, 1856,  are  hereby  repealed, 

Sec.  2.  The  city  of  Portage  is  hereby  authorized  to  May  construct 
construct  and  maintain  a  bridge  across  the  Wisconsin  ft  bridge.  -  ^ 
river  on  section  seven  (7),  in  township  twelve  (12)        ,4n  .»-•[ 
north,  of  range  nine  (9)  east,  in  said  city,  and  for  that 
purpose  to  borrow  money,  and  issue  the  bonds  of  the 
said  city  for  the  payment  of  the ,  same,  to  such  an 
amount  as  may  be  necessary,  not  exceeding  thirty-five 
thousand  dollars.  .  \ 

Sec  3.  Said  bridge  shall  not  be  less  than  twenty  feet  Width  of  same 
vide,  and  shall  have  a  draw  of  at  least  fifty  feet,  across 
the  most  navigable  channel  of  the.  river,  so  constructed 
as  at  ail  ymes  to  admit  the  free  passage  of  rafts  and  ves- 
sels navigating  said  river,  without  unnecessary  delay. 
Said  bridge  snail  be  provided  with  a  double  track  for 
wagons  and  a  single  track  for  foot  passengers,  and  shall 
have  a  good  and  substantial  railing  on  each  side. 

Sec.  4.  The  city  bonds  issued  in  pursuance  hereof  Cit 
shall  be  payable  in  not  less  than  eight  years,  nor  more 
than  sixteen  years  from  the  date  thereof,  and  shall  bear 
interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  ten  percent  per  annum, 
payable  annually  or  semi-annually,  as  the  council  of 
said  city  of  Portage  may  deem  best. 

Sec  5.  The  said  city  is  hereby  authorized  and  em-  Rule8  for  the 
powered  to  make  all  needful  rules  and  regulations  about  government  of 
said  bridge  and  the  use  of  the  same,  and  for  the  term  ^ridKe- 
of  thirty  years  after  the  completion  of  said  bridge,  to 
demand  and  collect  toll  for  crossing  the  same  at  the  fol- 
lowing rates,  or  at  such  less  rates  as  the  common  coun- 
cil of  said  city  may  establish,  to  wit:  For  any  vehicle  Toll, 
drawn  by  one  hors©  or  other  animal,  fifteen  cents,  and  j .....  i 

for  each  additional  animal,  five  cents.    For  any  foot 
passenger,  five  cents.    For  every  horse  and  rider,  ten 
cents.    For  all  animals  in  droves,  up  to  fifty  head,  two 
2 
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cents  each,  and  for  each  animal  over  fifty,  one  cent  each ; 
and  for  hogs  and  sheep,  there  shall  not  be  charged  more 
than  one  cent  per  head. 
—  how  Sec,  6.  All  funds  arising  from  tolls,  or  from  the  use 
of  said  bridge,  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  city  treasurer  at 
least  once  in  each  month,  and  shall  be  kept  by  him  sep- 
arate and  apart  from  all  other  funds,  and  shall  not  be  paid 
out  except  upon  orders  drawn  upon  that  specific  fund. 

Sec.  7.  The  funds  arising  from  the  use  of  said  bridge, 
after  paying  for  the  care  and  maintenance  thereof,  shall 
be  applied  as  follows:  first,  to. pay  the  yearly  interest 
upon  the  said  city  bonds,  and  thereafter,  to  redeem  said 
bonds  as  fast  as  the  said  funds  will  allow. 
/t™ni~—     Sec.  8.  In  case  the  revenue  from  the  use  of  said

tain  cases  to  bridge  shall  not  be  sufficient  to  pay  the 

on  said  bonds,  the  mayor  and  common  council  of  i 
city  shall  annually  levy  and  collect  a  tax  upon  the  tax- 
able property  of  said  city,  in  the  same  manner  as  other 
city  taxes  are  levied  and  collected,  to  pay  said  interest, 
or  so  much  thereof  as  cannot  be  paid  by  the  funds  ao 
cruing  from  the  use  of  *said  bridge ;  and  the  said  mayor 
and  common  council  may  also  levy  taxes,  at  such  times 
as  they  may  deem  proper,  in  the  same  manner,  to  pay 
the  principal  of  said  bonds,  that  may  not  be  realized 
from  the  revenue  derivable  from  said  bridge.  The 
money  thus  raised  shall  be  kept  separate  from  all  other 
funds,  and  shall  be  applied  for  the  purpose  for  which  it 
was  raised,  and  no  other. 

Sec  9.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  and 
until  said  bridge  shall  be  fully  completed  and  finished, 
duty.  udP~  W  me  present  bridge  stock  commissioner  of  the  city  of 
Portage  shall  be  the  bridge  commissioner  of  said  city, 
and  shall  have  the  entire  charge  and  superintendence 
of  the  work.  It  shall  be  his  duty  as  such  bridge  com- 
missioner, to  make  all  necessary  contracts  for  the  build- 
ing of  said  bridge,  and  to  see  that  such  contracts  are 
faithfully  executed;  to  negotiate  the  bonds  of  the  city 
on  the  best  terms  in  his  power;  and  to  apply  the  pro- 
ceeds in  paying  the  contractors  upon  said  bridge,  trom 
time  to  time,  according  to  the  terms  of  such  contracts; 
and  to  make  a  report  of  his  doings  to  the  city  council 
once  in  each  three  months,  or  oftener  if  required  by  said 
council  so  to  do.  Said  commissioner,  before  entering 
on  his  duties,  shall  give  a  bond  to  said  city,  with  suffi- 
cient sureties,  to  be  approved  of  by  the  common  council 
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of  said  city,  in  a  penalty  at  least  equal  to  the  bonds 
to  be  delivered  to  him,  to  secure  the  faithful  perform- 
ance of  his  duties.  In  case  said  commissioner  should  Tofiii 
die  before  the  completion  of  said  bridge,  or  should  fail 
to  give  bond  as  required  in  this  act,  or  if  from  any 
cause  he  should  fail,  refuse,  or  neglect  to  act  as  such 
commissioner,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  common  coun- 
cil of  said  city  to  elect,  by  ballot,  a  bridge  commissioner, 
whose  term  of  office  shall  end  with  the  completion  of 
said  bridge,  and  who  shall  have  all  the  powers  above 
specified  in  this  section,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  re- 
quirements and  liabilities  herein  named 

Sec.  10.  The  mayor  and  common  council  of  said  After  oomple-  - 
city,  after  the  completion  of  said  bridge,  shall  annually  tion  to  elect 
U  t  a  bridge  commissioner,  who  shall  hold  his  office  ?„;  JLfL00™" 
for  one  year  and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qual-  nually,  Ac. 
L&ed,  and  in  case  a  vacancy  occurs,  it  may  be  rilled  for 
the  balance  of  the  term ;  Provided,  That  any  such  bridge 
Commissioner  may  be  removed  from  office  by  the  com* 
naon  council  of  said  city  at  any  time  for  improper  con- 
duct in  office,  and  thereupon  a  successor  be  elected, 
who  shall  hold  office  for  the  unexpired  portion  of  the 
term  of  the  one  so  removed.    Such  commissioner  shall 
have  the  general  care  and  superintendence  of  said 
bridge,  and  of  its  use  and  repairs,  under  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  shall  be  fixed,  by  ordinances  of  said  city. 
He  shall  also  be  required  to  give  bond  to  said  city  in 
such  sum  as  the  common  council  may  direct,  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  and  to  pay  over  as 
required  by  law  or  the  ordinances  of  said  city  all  moneys 
that  come  into  his  hands  as  such  commissioner,  which 
bond  shall  be  approved  by  the  council  of  said  city,  andr 
shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  said  city. 

Sec  1 1.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  maliciously  penalty  form- 
injure  said  bridge,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  said  city  jury  to  bridge, 
therefor  a  penalty  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars, 
besides  the  actual  damage  done;  and  any  person  or 
persons  who  shall  forcibly  or  fraudulently  pass  over 
said  bridge  without  paying  the  legal  toll,  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  a  penalty  to  said  city  of  the  sum  of  five  dol- 
lars ;  said  penalties  to  be  enforced  and  collected  in  the 
same  manner  as  penalties  for  the  violation  of  the  ordi- 
nances of  said  city. 

Sec  12.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  the 
day  of  its  passage.

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in  the  city  of  Watertown,  in  the  county  of  Jefferson,  for 
the  year  1856,  is  hereby  extended  to  the  second  Mon-

Sec.  2.  The  city  treasurer  of  said  city  shall  give  j)aty  Qf  ij^. 
notice,  and  proceed  to  collect  said  taxes,  in  the  way  and  surer, 
manner  provided  in  and  by  chapter  seven  of  the  city 
charter ;  and  all  the  actings  and  doings  of  said  treasur- 
er in  the  collection  of  said  taxes,  and  the  return  and 
sale  of  property  for  the  non-payment  of  ts^Les,  and  all 
other  acts  of  said  treasurer  done  and  performed  under 
and  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  said  chapter,  shall  be 
as  valid  and  effectual  as  if  the  same  had  been  done  >' 
within  the  time  prescribed  in  said  chapter,  and  this  aet 
had  not  been  passed.

The  people  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

To  amend  tax    Section  1.  The  clerk  of  the  town  of  Primrose,  in 
roll  and  levy  a  the  county  of  Dane,  is  authorized  and  required  within 
gPe^ tax<    six  days  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  amend  the  tax

The  people  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  That  the  time  specified  for  the  collection  Time  extend'd 
of  a  tax  levied  by  the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Kenosha,  for  collection 
in  pursuance  of  an  ordinance  passed  on  the  sixteenth  of  certam 
(16th)  day  of  August  in  the  year  A.  D.  1855,  entitled 
"an  ordinance  in  relation  to  a  tax  in  aid  of  the  Keno- 
sha and  Beloit  railroad,"  is  hereby  extended  to  the  second 
Monday  in  March,  in  the  year  A.  D.  1857 ;  and  for 
any  tax  which  shall  hereafter  be  levied  in  pursuance  of 
said  ordinance,  the  time  for  collecting  the  same  shall  be 
and  hereby  is  extended  to  the  second  Monday  in  March 
of  each  year  succeeding  said  levy.

rior Railroad  Company,  companies  duly  i  n  corporated 
Proviso,  and  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  State;  Provided, 
That  there  shall  not  be  loaned  to  either  of  said  railroad 
companies,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  an  amount

The  people  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  A.  H.  Cronknite,  W.  Mclndoe,  Edward  Corporators. 
Smith,  Charles  A.  Singles,  John  Annunson,  H.  0.  Crane, 
and  R.  Smith,  their  "successors  and  associates,  to  be  de- 
termined as  hereinafter  provided,  are  hereby  made,  con- 
stituted, appointed  and  declared  to  be  a  body  politic 
and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Neenah,  Style. 
Wolf  River  and  Wausau  Railroad  Company,  and  by 
that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  shall 
have  and  enjoy  all  the  privileges,  franchises,  and  im- 
munities incident  to  a  corporation;  they  shall  be  caprble  Powers, 
in  law  of  purchasing,  holding,  selling,  leasing  and  con- 
veying estate,  either  real  or  personal,  and  may  take  and 
hold  such  estates  by  gift,  grant,  purchase,  devise  or  lease ;

law  and  equity  upon  said  corporation,  and  upon  all 
other  parties  to  such  contracts.

The  people  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Jlssembly,  do  enact  as  follows  : 

Authorised  to  Section  1.  The  Peshtigo  Lumbering  and  Manufac- 
figfCtt  ***  Company,  are  hereby  authorized  and  emp 

to  keep  and  maintain  two  booms  across  the  Peshtigo 
river,  in  the  county  of  Oconto,  one  to  be  located  at  or 
near  the  mouth  of  the  Peshtigo  river,  and  the  other  at 
or  near  their  saw  mills,  at  Clarksville,  in  said  county ; 
Provided,  That  such  booms  shall  be  so  constructed  as 
not  to  obstruct  the  passage  of  boats,  rafts  or  timber, 
down  or  through  said  river. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  or  persons,  who  shall  wilfully 
break  or  destroy  said  booms,  or  either  of  them,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  or  loose  it  from  its  moorings,  shall  be 
responsible  to  the  proprietors  thereof,  in  an  action  of 
trespass,  for  the  amount  of  damages  done,  in  addition 
to  the  penalties  already  provided  by  law,  to  be  recov- 
ered before  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction. 

Sec  3.    This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  its  passage.

Chapter  132. 

An  Act  to  incorporate  the  City  of  Appleton. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  represented  in 
.Senate  and  Assembly ,  do  enact  as  follows: 


CHAPTER  I. 

City  and  Ward  Boundaries,  City  and  ward 


Section  1.  From  and  after  the  third  Tuesday  of  April  city  bounda- 
next,  the  district  of  country,  in  the  county  of  Outagamie,  nee. 
and  town  of  Grand  Chute,  contained  within  the  limits         ■•  T 
and  boundaries  hereinafter  described,  shall  be  a  city,  by 
the  name  of  Appleton,  and  the  people  now  inhabiting, 
and  those  who  shall  hereafter  inhabit  the  district  of 
country  herein  described  shall  be  a  municipal  corpora- 
tion by  the  name  of  the  city  of  Appleton,  and  shall  have 
the  general  powers  possessed  by  municipal  corpora-^ 
tions  at  common  law,  and  in  addition  thereto  shall  pos-* 
sess  the  power  herein  specially  granted,  and  the  autho- 
rities thereof  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  shall  be 
capable  of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  suing 
and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  in  all 
courts  of  law  and  equity,  and  shall  have  a  common 
seal  and  may  change  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure. 

Sec  2.  The  territory  lying  in  the  town  of  Grand  S« 
Chute,  in  the  county  of  Outagamie,  and  being  all  of 
sections  twenty-two,  twenty-three  and  twenty-four, 
twenty-five,  twenty-six,  twenty-seven,  thirty-four,  thirty- 
five,  and  thirty-six,  m  town  twenty-one  north,  of  range 
seventeen  east,  shall  constitute  the  city  of  Appleton. 

Sbc.  3.  The  city  shall  be  divided  into  (3)  three  wards,  Ward  bound- 
as  follows :  The  first  ward  shall  be  all  that  portion  ly-  ariea 
ing  east  of  the  following  line,  viz :  Commencing  at  a  First  ward. 
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point  on  the  north  line  of  the  city  limits,  due  north  of 
and  opposite  to  the  centre  of  the  northern  extremity  of 
Drew  street,  thence  south  to  the  northern  extremity  of 
said  Drew  street,  thence  south  along  the  centre  of  said 
street  to  Water  street,  thence  in  a  southerly  direction 
through  Fox  river  to  the  west  end  of  Grand  Chute 
island,  thence  around  said  island  to  the  intersection  of 
the  Winnsbago  Lake  and  Fox  River  Plankroad,  on  the 
main  land  south  of  the  branch  of  said  river,  thence 
along  said  plankroad  to  the  southern  boundary  of  the 
city  of  Appleton.  The  second  ward  shall  be  all  that 
portion  lying  west  of  the  following  line,  and  not  in- 
cluded in  the  first*ward,  viz :  Commencing  at  a  point 
on  the  north  line  of  the  corporate  limits,  due  north  of, 
and  opposite  to  the  centre  of  the  northern  extremity  of 
North  Division  street,  as  marked  on  Stephens'  Litho- 
graphic Map,  thence  along  the  centre  of  said  street, 
which  is  hereby  named  and  established  as  Western 
Avenue,  and  through  the  Court  House  square  to  the 
centre  of  Elm  street,  thence  south  along  the  centre  of 
Elm  street  to  Fox  river,  thence  to  the  centre  of  said 
river,  thence  south-easterly  to  the  western  boundary  of 
the  first  ward,  at  the  end  of  Grand  Chute  island.  The 
third  ward  shall  include  the  remaining  portion  of  ter- 
ritory in  said  City  of  Appleton  not  included  within  the 
first  and  second  wards  as  hereinbefore  described. 


CHAPTER  II.

All  elective  officers, 
except  justices  of  the  peace,  shall,  unless  otherwise  Term*, 
provided,  hold  (heir  respective  offices  for  one  year,  and 
until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  Jus- 
tices of  the  peace  shall  hold  their  offices  for  two  years, 
and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified; 
Provided,  however,  The  common  council  shall  have  Piwwa 
power,  for  due  cause,  to  expel  any  of  their  own  num- 
ber, and  to  remove  from  office  any  officer  or  agent 
under  the  city  government,  except  justices  of  the  peace, 
by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  such  body,  due  notice  being 
first  given  to  the  officer  complained  of. 

Sec.  2.  When  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  office  of  Vacancies- 
mayor  or  alderman  or  county  supervisor  or  justice,  such  how  med- 
vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  a  "new  election,  which  shall 
be  ordered  by  the  common  council,  and  Held  within 
fifteen  days  after  such  vacancy  shall  be  made  known 
to  the  common  council,  and  the  notice  of  such  election 
shall  be  from  the  same  authorities  and  for  the  same 
length  of  time,  and  be  conducted  in  the  same  manner

Sec.  4.  All  persons  entitled  to  vote  for  county  officers,  Qualified elec- 
who  shall  reside  within  the  ward  where  they  offer  to  torn, 
vote,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  any  officer  to  be  elected 
under  this  law,  and  to  hold  any  office  thereby  created. 

Sec.  5.  The  elections  in  said  city  after  the  first  shall  Elec^oM&fter 
be  held  and  conducted  by  the  aldermen  of  each  ward,  c™lducteJ 
who  shall  be  the  inspectors  of  elections  and  shall  take 
the  usual  oaths  or  affirmations,  as  prescribed  by  the 
general  election  laws  of  this  State  to  be  taken  by  the 
judges  and  inspectors  of  election,  and  shall  have  power 
to  appoint  clerks  of  such  elections  and  to  administer

tion); that  you  have  resided  in  this  State  one  year,  in 
this  city  six  months,  and  within  this  ward  ten  days 
next  preceding  this  election ;  and  that  you  have  made 
no  wager,  depending  on  the  result  of  this  election." 
And  if  the  person  offering  to  vote,  shall  take  such  oath,

The  mayor  when  present  shall  preside  over  Mayor's  duties 
the  meetings  of  the  common  council  and  take  care  that 
the  laws  of  the  State  and  the  ordinances  of  the  city 
are  duly  observed  and  enforced,  and  that  all  other 
executive  officers  of  the  city  discharge  their  respective 
duties;  he  shall  from  time  to  time  gtVe  the  com- 
mon council  such  information  and  recommend  such 
measures  as  he  may  deem  for  the  prosperity  and 
advantage  of  the  city.  The  mayor  shall  be  the  chief 
executive  officer,  and  the  head  of  the  police  of  the  city; 
and  in  case  of  a  riot  or  other  disturbances  he  may 
appoint  as  many  special  or  temporary  constables  as  he 
may  deem  necessary.  The  mayor  shall  have  a  vote  v  r 
only  in  case  of  a  tie. 

Sec.  3.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  common  council  First  meeting 
each  year,  they  shall  proceed  to  elect  by  ballot  one  of  ^^J^jM* 
their  number  president,  and  in  absence  of  the  mayor,  dudes?" 
the  said  president  shall  preside  over  the  meetings  of 
the  common  council,  and  during  the  absence  of  the 
mayor  from  the  city,  or  his  inability  for  any  reason  to 
discharge  the  duties  of  his  office,  the  said  president 
shall  exercise  all  the  powers  and  discharge  all  the 
duties  of  the  mayor.    In  case  the  mayor  and  pre- 
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sident  shall  be  absent  at  any  meeting  of  the  common 
Prodding  offi-  council,  they  shall  proceed  to  elect  a  temporary  presiding 
officer,  who  for  the  time  being  shall  discharge  all 
the  duties  of  the  mayor.  The  president  or  temporary 
presiding  officer  while  presiding  over  the  board  or 
How  styled,  performing  the  duties  of  mayor,  shall  be  styled  acting 
mayor,  and  any  act  performed  by  them  or  either  of 
them,  shall  have  the  same  force  and  validity  as  if 
performed  by  the  mayor.  At  the  same  meeting  or  as 
soon  thereafter  as  possible,  the  common  council  shall 
elect  by  ballot  a  clerk  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  one 
year  and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified 
Ofcrk— duty.  Sec.  4.  The  clerk  shall  keep  the  corporate  seal,  and 
all  papers  and  records  of  the  city,  and  keep  a  record  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  common  council,  whose  meetings 
it  shall  be  his  duty  to  attend  ;  and  copies  of  all  papers 
filed  in  his  office,  and  transcripts  from  the  records  of 
the  common  council,  certified  by  him  under  the  corporate 
seal,  shall  be  evidence  In  all  courts  in  like  manner  as  if 
the  original  were  produced ;  and  countersign  all  orders 
drawn  by  the  mayor  on  the  treasury  in  pursuance  of 
any  order  or  resolution  of  the  common  council  and 
keep  a  full  and  accurate  account  thereof,  irj  books  pro- 
vided for  that  purpose ;  he  shall  file  in  his  office  all 
chattel  mortgages  presented  to  him  for  that  purpose  and 
safely  keep  the  same,  receiving  therefor  the  same 
compensation  as  clerks  of  towns;  and  all  chattel 
mortgages  so  .filed  shall  be  as  valid  and  have  the  same 
effect  as  if  the  same  had  been  filed  in  the  town  clerk's 
office  of  any  town.  It  shall  also  be  his  duty  to  do  or 
perform  any  act.  required  to  be  done  by  clerks  of  towns 
not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  he 
shall  have  power  and  authority  to  administer  oaths  and 
affirmations. 

Treasurer—  Sec-  5-  Tne  treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  be- 
dutj.  longing  to  the  city,  and  keep  an  accurate  and  detailed 

account  thereof,  in  such  manner  as  the  common 
council  may  from  time  to  time  direct  The  treas- 
urer shall  exhibit  to  the  common  council,  at  least 
fifteen  days  before  the  annual  election,  and  sooner  if 
required  by  them,  a  full  and  detailed  account  of  all 
receipts  and  expenditures  after  the  date  of  the  last  an- 
nual report,  and  also  of  the  state  of  the  treasury,  which 
account  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk,  and  published  at 
least  one  week ;  the  treasurer  shall  in  addition,  have 
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the  same  powers  and  duties  and  subject  to  the  same 
liabilities,  and  be  entitled  to  the  same  compensation  as 
treasurers  in  towns. 

Sec.  6.  The  marshal  shall  perform  such  duties  as  Marshai 
shall  be  prescribed  by  the  common  council,  for  the  duties, 
preservation  of  the  public  peace  and  the  collection  of 
license  moneys  and  fines ;  he  shall  possess  the  powers 
of  constable  at  common  law,  or  by  the  laws  of  this 
State,  and  receive  like  fees. 

Sec  7.  The  mayor  shall  appoint,  at  the  first  meeting  0ity  attorney 
in  May  of  each  year,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  conven- 
ient, subject  to  the  approval  of  the  common  council,  an 
attorney  who  shall  perform  such  professional  services 
as  may  be  required,  and  when  called  upon,  shall  - 
furnish  written  opinions  upon  any  subject  submitted 
to  him  by  the  common  council,  for  the  year. 

Sec.  8.  The  common  council  at  their  first  meeting  city  printing 
m  each  year,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be,  shall 
designate  not  more  than  one  weekly  newspaper,  printed 
in  said  city,  in  which  shall  be  published  ail  ordinances, 
of  the  common  council,  to  be  published  in  a  newspa- 
per, and  in  case  of  the  publication  of  any  ordinance, 
notice,  resolution,  or  other  matter,  which  is  required  to 
be  published,  the  editor  or  publisher  of  said  paper,  p    -  ,  _K_ 
shall  file  with  the  clerk  of  the  city,  a  copy  of  such  vSStf.  ^ 
publication,  with  the  affidavit  of  such  editor,  publisher, 
or  foreman,  of  the  length  of  time  the  same  has  been 
published,  and  such  affidavit  shall  be  conclusive  evi- 
dence of  such  publication. 

Sec  9.  If  any  person  having  been  an  oflicer  in  said  Officer  ne*- 
city,  shall  not,  within  ten  days  after  notification  and  Jf0^  to  de- 
request,  deliver  to  his  successor  in  office,  all  property,  J^SST 
books,  papers  and  effects,  of  every  description  in  his  books,  Ac- 
possession,  belonging  to  said  city,  or  appertaining  to  Punishmenk- 
the  office  he  may  have  held,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
for  the  use  of  the  city,  one  hundred  dollars,  besides  all 
damages  caused  by  his  neglect  or  refusal  so  to  deliver, 
and  such  successor  may  receive  the  possession  of  such 
books,  papers  and  effects,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by 
the  laws  of  this  State.

Proviso.  Provided,  The  money  shall  be  received  from  no 
innocent  party  who  was  ignorant  of  the  interest  of 
such  alderman,  at  the  time  of  his  receipt  of  such 
money. 

Peace  officers  Sec.  11.  The  mayor  or  acting  mayor,  the  sheriff  or 
—doty-  any  deputy  sheriff  of  Outagamie  county,  and  each  and 
every  alderman,  justice  of  the  peace,  marshal  and  con- 
stable, shall  be  officers  of  the  peace,  and  may  com- 
mand the  peace,  and  suppress  in  a  summary  manner, 
all  rioting  and  disorderly  behavior,  within  the  limits  of 
the  city,  and  for  such  purpose,  may  command  the  assis- 
tance of  all  by-standers,  and  if  need  be,  of  all  citizens 
and  military  companies,  and  if  any  person,  by-standeT, 
military  officer  or  private,  shall  refuse  to  aid  in  main- 
taining the  peace,  when  so  required,  every  such  person 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  of  fifty  dollars,  unless  such 
individual,  so  refusing,  shall  be  so  sick  or  infirm  as  to 
render  it  impracticable  for  him  to  comply  with  such 
command,  which  sickness  or  infirmity  may  be  shown 
in  defence.

Section  1.  The  mayor  and  aldermen  shall  consti- 
tute the  common  council ;  and  the  style  of  all  ordi-

the  city  of  Appleton  do  ordain  as  follows."  The  common 
council  shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  by 
resolution  shall  direct ;  but  they  shall  hold  stated  meet- 
ings on  the  first  Saturday  of  each  month  ;  and  the  Meetings  of 
mayor  may  call  special  meetings  by  notice  to  each 
the  members,  or  left  at  their  usual  place  of  residence ;  a 
majority  of  the  aldermen  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Sec.  2.  The  common  council  shall  determine  the  Council— du- 
rules  of  its  proceedings,  and  be  the  judges  of  the  elec-  ties  and  pmi- 
tion  and  qualification  of  its  own  members,  and  have  ege8' 
power  to  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members. 
Sec.  3.  The  common  council  shall  have  the  manage-  Powereof 


ment  and  control  of  all  the  property  and  the  finances  common 
of  the  city ;  and  shall  likewise  in  addition  to  the  powers  ^ 
herein  granted  have  full  power  and  authority  to  make, 
enact,  ordain,  establish,  publish,  enforce,  alter,  modify, 
amend  and  repeal  all  such  ordinances,  rules  and  by-laws 
for  the  government  and  good  order  of  the  city,  for  the 
suppression  of  vice,  for  the  prevention  of  crime,  and 
for  the  benefit  of  the  trade  and  health  thereof,  and  as 
they  shall  deem  expedient;  declaring  and  imposing 
penalties  and  to  inforce  the  same  against  any  person 
or  persons  who  may  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of 
such  ordinances,  rules  and  by  laws  ;  and  such  ordinances 
rules  and  by-laws,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  and  have 
the  force  of  law,  provided  that  they  be  not  repugnant 
to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of 
this  State  ;  and  for  those  purposes  shall  have  authority 
by  ordinances,  resolutions,  or  by-laws : 

1st,  To  license  and  regulate  the  exhibition  of  common  License  show- 
showmen  and  shows  of  any  ukind,  the  exhibition  ofmen' 
caravans,  circuses,  and  theatrical  performances,  the 
keeping  of  billiard  tables  and  bowling  saloons,  and  to 
provide  for  the  abatement  and  removal  of  all  nuisances 
under  the  ordinances  or  at  common  law ;  and  to  grant 
licenses  and  regulate  groceries,  taverns,  victualing 
houses,  and  also  to  license  and  regulate  the  sale  or 
dealing  in  spirituous,  vinous,  fermented  or  malt  liquors, 
and  grant  license  for  the  same  for  such  sum,  for  such 
time  and  upon  such  reasonable  conditions  and  restric- 
tions as  the  common  council  may  deem  for  the  best 
interest  of  the  city  and  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws 
of  this  State.

The  council  shall  examine,  audit  and  adjust 
amine,  Ac.  ac- the  accounts  of  the  clerk,  treasurer  and  other  officers 
and  agents  of  the  city,  at  such  times  as  they  shall  deem 
proper,  and  also  at  the  end  of  each  year,  and  before 
the  terms  for  which  the  officers  of  said  city  are  elected 
or  appointed  shall  have  expired ;  and  the  common 
council  shall  require  each  and  every  such  officer  and 
agent,  to  exhibit  his  books,  accounts  and  vouchers,  for 
such  examination  and  settlement;  and  if  any  such  offi- 
cer or  agent,  shall  refuse  to  comply  with  the  orders  of 
the  said  council  in  the  discharge  of  their  said  duties, 
in  pursuance  of  this  section,  or  shall  neglect  or  refuse 
to  render  his  account,  or  present  his  books  and  vouch- 
ers to  said  council,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  common 
council  to  declare  the  office  of  such  person  vacant,  and 
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the  common  council  shall  order  suits  and  proceedings 
at  law  against  any  officer  or  agent  of  said  city,  who 
may  be  found  delinquent  or  defaulting  in  his  accounts, 
or  in  the  discharge  of  his  official  duties,  and  shall 
make  a  full  record  of  all  such  (statements),  [settlements] 
and  adjustments. 

Sec.  7.  The  common  council  shall  be  overseers  of  Ovenwere  of 
the  poor,  and  shall  have  the  same  powers  and  perform  P°or- 
the  same  duties  in  respect  thereto,  as  overseer  of  the 
poor  in  towns. 


CHAPTER  V. 

Finances  and  Taxation, 

Section  1.  All  funds  in  the  treasury,  except  school, 
State  and  county  funds,  shall  be  under  the  control  of 
the  common  council,  and  shall  be  drawn  out  upon  the 
order  of  the  mayor  and  clerk,  duly  authorized  by  a  vote 
of  the  common  council 

Sec.  2.  The  common  council  may  annually  levy  a  Levy  annual 
tax  upon  all  the  property  in  said  city,  subject  to  taxa-  tax. 
tion,  not  exceeding  three  mills  on  a  dollar  of  the 
assessed  value  of  said  property,  to  defray  the  current 
expenses  of  the  city,  and  an  additional  tax  upon  the 
property  liable  to  taxation  in  each  ward,  to  pay  the  in- 
debtedness  or  defray  the  current  expenses  of  such  ward. 

Sec  3.  Special  taxes  for  purchasing  fire  engines  and  Special 
fixtures,  cemetery  grounds,  public  squares  or  buildings, 
roads  or  bridges,  fire  engine  buildings,  or  a  city  hall,  or 
for  the  repairing  or  improving  any  road,  bridge,  public 
ground  or  square,  or  cemetery  grounds,  when  a  sum 
exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  shall  be  required  for 
any  such  purposes,  may  be  voted  at  any  regular  or 
special  meeting  of  the  voters  in  said  city,  but  no  such 
vote  shall  be  taken,  unless  such  vote  be  first  recommend- 
ed by  the  common  council,  and  a  notice  of  the  same, 
specifying  the  purpose  for  which  such  tax  is  to  be 
raised,  and  the  time  and  place  for  voting,  be  published 
at  least  two  weeks  before  such  meeting,  in  some  news- 
paper in  said  city. 

Sec  4.  The  aldermen  of  any  ward  shall  certify  to  Ward 
the  council  any  debts  contracted  by  such  ward,  for  the  • 
current  year,  and  thereupon  the  said  council  shall,  (if 
•uch  debt  be  a  proper  claim  against  such  ward,)  allow

to  be  set  forth  in  such  petition,  the  common  council 
shall  thereupon  cause  notice  of  such  application  to  be 
given  to  the  owner  or  owners,  or  occupant  or  occupants 
of  such  lands ;  if  any  portion  of  such  lands  are  not  in 
the  actual  occupation  of  any  person,  or  the  owner  is 
not  known  to  the  council,  or  if  known,  does  not  reside 
within  the  city,  then  the  common  council  shall  cause 
such  notice,  describing  as  near  as  may  be  the  premises 
proposed  to  be  taken,  to  be  published  in  some  news- 
paper published  in  said  city,  or  in  the  county  of  Outa- 
gamie, for  three  weeks  once  in  each  week.

Sec  2.  The  said  board  of  supervisors  may  lay  a  tax 
as  now  provided  by  law,  but  shall  therein  proceed 
without  regard  to  the  division  of  the  city  into  wards, 
and  shall  cause  the  amount  of  taxes  to  be  levied  and 
the  purposes  to  be  certified  to  the  city  elerk  in  the  man- 
ner provided  by  the  general  laws  of  this  State ;  and  the 
said  city  clerk  shall  include  the  amounts  so  specified, 
under  appropriate  headings,  in  the  tax  list  for  city  pur- 
poses, and  shall  submit  the  same  to  the  city 
as  provided  by  law. 
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Sec.  3.  The  treasurer  of  the  city,  in  giving  bonds,  Treasurer— 
collecting  such  taxes  and  making  his  return  to  the  Ws  dlIty- 
county  treasurer,  and  in  all  other  respects,  shall  con- 
form to  the  general  laws  of  the  State. 


CHAPTER  VIII. 

City  Improvements. 

Section  1.  The  aldermen  of  the  several  wards,  shall  Aldermen  to 
be  street  commissioners  in  and  for  their  respective  be  street  com- 
wards ;  they  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  their  acts  and  rai88ionere- 
doings,  and  shall  keep  and  preserve  all  contracts, 
receipts  and  papers  of  the  board.    The  several  boards 
of  street  commissioners  shall  make  report  in  detail  to 
the  common  council,  of  their  acts  and  doings,  when- 
ever required ;  and  at  the  expiration  of  each  year,  and 
before  their  term  of  office  shall  expire,  shall  submit  all 
their  acts  and  doings,  books,  records,  papers,  accounts, 
receipts  and  vouchers,  to  the  common  council,  for  final 
settlement  and  adjustment. 

Sec  2.  Any  person  deeming  himself  aggrieved  by  A     .  j. 
any  acts  of  the  stieet  commissioners,  may  at  any  time,  acta  of  street 
appeal  to  the  common  council,  who  shall  inquire  into,  commissioners 
examine  and  correct,  the  acts  or  order  complained  of,  as 
they  shall  deem  just  and  proper ;  and  the  further  action 
of  the  board  in  this  respect,  shall  be  regulated  accord- 
ingly. 

Sec.  3.  The  said  street  commissioners  shall  have  street  com- 
power  to  contract  for  making,  grading,  repairing  and  missioned, 
cleansing  of  streets,  alleys,  public  grounds,  reservoirs, 
gutters  and  sewers,  within  their  respective  wards,  and  Powers 
to  direct  and  control  the  persons  employed  thereon. 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  the  said  street  commissioners  shall  j^p^i™ 
deem  it  necessary  to  construct  or  repair  any  side  walk  8ide  walk, 
within  their  wards,  they  shall  direct  the  owner  or 
occupant  of  any  lot  adjoining  such  side  walk,  to  make 
or  repair  the  same,  at  his  own  proper  cost  and  charge. 
If  such  work  is  not  done  in  the  manner  and  within  when ownerg 
the  time  prescribed,  the  commissioners  shall  cause  the  refug0  to  do 
same  to  be  done  at  the  expense  of  the  lots  adjoining  the  work,  Ac. 
said  side  walk;  and  at  some  period  prior  to  the  time 
of  delivery  of  the  tax  list  to  the  treasurer,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  street  commissioners  to  make  a  report

one  year  prior  to  such  report,  specifying  the  amount  in

suspected  persons,  and  to  compel  all  bystanders  to  aid 
in  the  extinguishment  of  fires  and  in  the  preservation 
of  property  exposed  to  danger  thereat,  and  generally  to 
establish  such  regulations,  for  the  prevention  of  fires  and 
the  extinguishment  of  the  same,  as  the  commou  council 
may  deem  expedient.

Of  Fire  Department. 

Section  i.  The  common  council,  for  the  purpose  of 
guarding  against  the  calamities  of  fire,  shall  hare 
power  to  prescribe  the  limits  within  which  wooden 
buildings  shall  not  be  erected,  or  placed,  or  repaired^ 
without  the  permission  of  the  common  council,  and  to 
direct  that  all  and  any  buildings  within  the  prescribed 
limits,  shall  be  made  and  constructed  of  fire  proof  ma- 
terials. 

The  common  council  shall  also  have  power, 
1st  To  prevent  the  dangerous  construction  and 
condition  of  chimneys,  fire  places,  hearth  stones,  stove 
pipes,  ovens,  boilers  and  apparatus  used  in  and  about 
any  building  or  manufactory,  and  to  cause  the  same 
to  be  removed  or  to  be  placed  in  a  secure  and  safe 
condition,  when  considered  dangerous ; 

2d.  To  prevent  the  deposit  of  ashes,  and  to  regulate 
and  prescribe  the  use  of  fire- works  and  fire-arms,  in 
nusafe  places  j 

3d.  To  require  the  inhabitants  to  provide  fire  buck- 
ets, and  to  regulate  the  use  of  them  j 

4th.  To  compel  the  owner  or  occupants  of  buildings, 
to  have  scuttles  in  the  roofs  and  stair  or  ladders  leading 
to  them ; 

5th.  To  compel  such  persons  as  they  may  deem 
proper,  to  aid  in  the  extinguishment  of  fires  and  in  the 
preservation  of  property  exposed  to  damage  thereat; 

6th.  To  appoint  one  or  more  officers  to  enter  into  all 
buildings  and  enclosures,  to  discover  whether  the  same 
are  in  a  dangerous  slate,  and  to  cause  such  as  may  be 
dangerous  to  be  put  in  a  safe  condition; 

7th.  And  generally  to  establish  such  regulations  for 
the  prevention  and  extinguishment  of  fires  as  the 
common  council  may  deem  expedient

engines  and  other  apparatus  used  for  the  extinguish-

counties  in  the  State  of  Illinois  or  this  State,  through 
which  the  said  railroad  passes,  and  notice  of  said  elec-

and  Milton  avenue,  to  the  north  line  of  the  city  of  Janes-  . 
viile,  on  and  after  the  first  Wednesday  of  April  next, 
shall  beset  off  from  the  second  ward,  and  shall  costitute 
and  be  the  sixth  ward  of  the  city  of  Janesville.

An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Mount  Trempealeau^  Institute.} 

The  people  of  the  Slate  of  Wisconsin,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  :. 

Section  1.  That  Joseph  M.  Hays,  Jay  Parker,  Sa-  Corporator!, 
muei  D.  Hastings,  George  BatcheJder,  James  M.  Bar- 
rett, D.  N.  Gilfillen,  E.  R  Utter,  Benjamin  B.  Healy, 
Isaac  Noyes,  Hollister  Wright,  Samuel  F.  Harris,  By^ 
ron  Viets,  Noah  Payne,  Edward  Jones,  Alson  Atwood, 
John  Nichols  and  Francis  M  Rublee,  their  associates 
and  successors,  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body 
corporate  and  politic  for  educational  purposes,  In  perpe- 
tual succession,  with  the  name  and  title  of"  The  Board  Style  and 
of  Trustees  of  the  Mount  Trempealeau  Institute,"  with  P°wer8' 
full  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded;

sive to  afford  instruction  in  literature,  the  sciences  and 
arts,  in  the  theory  and  practice  of  elementary  instruction, 
and  in  any  and  all  of  the  liberal  professions,  in  such 
manner  and  at  such  times  as  the  board  of  trustees  may 
deem  practicable  and  desirable.

being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded  in  all  courts 
and  places,  with  power  of  purchasing,  holding  and 
conveying  real  and  personal  estate,  and  shall  be  com- 
petent to  have  and  exercise  all  the  rights  and  be  subject 
to  all  the  liabilities  and  duties  appertaining  to  a  municipal 
Elective  offi-  corporation.  The  elective  officers  of  said  corporation, 
shall  be  three  supervisors,  one  of  whom  shall  be  de- 
signated as  chairman.  One  assessor,  one  clerk,  oni 
treasurer,  one  superintendent  of  schools,  justices  ol 
the  peace,  and  constables ;  shall  severally  have  and 
exercise  all  the  powers,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  dunes 
and  liabilities  prescribed  by  statute  in  reference  to  said 
several  designated  officers  in  the  several  towns  of  this 
State. 

Sec  2.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  Elkhorn,  in 
Walworth  county,  shall  have  power  to  enact,  establish,

the  United  States,  or  of  this  State,  and  for  these  purposes 
shall  have  authority  by  ordinance  or  by-law,  to  organ- 
ize fire  companies,  hook  and  ladder  companies,  to 
regulate  their  government  and  the  time  and  manner  of 
their  exercise,  to  provide  all  necessary  apparatus  for  the 
extinguishment  of  fires,  to  require  the  owners  of 
buildings  to  provide  and  keep  suitable  ladders  and  fire 
buckets,  which  are  hereby  declared  to  be  appurtenances 
to  the  real  estate,  and  exempt  from  seizure,  distress  or 
sale  in  any  manner,  and  if  the  owners  of  such  build- 
ings shall  refuse  to  procure  suitable  ladders  or  fire

The  people  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows :

Wells,  A.  B.  Benedict,  Marcus  Builard,  John  Webb, 
Varnum  S.  Parkhurst,  Brant  Coryell,  Peter  W.  Matts, 
and  such  other  pefsons  as  may  hereafter  be  associated 
with  them,  be  and  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic, 
and  corporate,  with  perpetual  succession,  by  the  name  style, 
and  title  of  the  u  Paoli  Academy,"  to  be  located  in  or 
near  the  village  of  Paoli,  in  Dane  County,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  educating  youth,  by  which  name  they  and  their 
successors  shall  forever  be  known. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  sue  p0W6r. 
and  be  sued,  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  plead 
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and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  courts 
of  law  and  equity,  and  further,  shall  have  power  to 
purchase,  use,  possess,  hold  and  enjoy  property,  real, 
personal  and  mixed,  or  to  receive  as  gifts  for  the  pur- 
poses above  mentioned,  and  to  sell,  lease,  convey,  rent  or 
otherwise  dispose  of  the  same  at  pleasure.

faithfully  and  according  to  the  best  of  their  abilities  to  ex- 
amine the  land  so  taken  or  required  by  said  company  and 
impartially  to  estimate  and  ascertain  the  value  of  the 
same,  and  the  damage  or  injury  which  the  owner  or 
owners  thereof  shall  have  sustained  or  may  sustain  by 
reason  of  the  taking  thereof  by  the  said  company, 
whereupon  such  commissioners  shall  proceed  to  exam- 
ine the  premises  and  estimate  the  value  of  such  land, 
and  the  amount  of  damage,  if  any,  which  may  accrue 
to  such  owner  or  owners,  as  aforesaid,  and  shall  make 
a  report  in  writing  of  such  valuation,  under  their  handf 
and  seals,  to  the  circuit  court  of  the  county  where  the 
land  lies,  and  shall  return  the  same  within  thirty  day? 
after  their  appointment,  to  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court 
of  the  county  in  which  they  reside,  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  said  clerk  of  court  to  file  the  same,  and  in  case 
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no  appeal  shall  be  made  within  thirty  days  after  the 
filing  of  said  report,  as  hereinafter  provided,  then  the 
said  clerk  shall  record  the  same,  at  the  expense  of  said 
company,  and  judgment  of  the  said  court  be  entered 
thereon,  on  motion  of  either  party,  at  any  term  of  said 
court:  Provided,  That  either  party  may  appeal  to  said  Proviso,

or  that  the  said  owner  or  owners  are  absent  from  the 
State  of  Wisconsin  j  and  if  the  said  owner  or  owners 
ihail  be  minors  or  non  compos  mentis,  or  absent  from

Marshall  and  H.  Eugene  Eastman,  are  hereby  created 
a  body  corporate  by  the  name,  style  and  description  of  style, 
the  Green  Bay  and  New  Franklin  Plankroad  Company, 
with  perpetual  succession,  and  by  that  name  shall  be 
and  are  hereby  capable  in  law  to  purchase,  hold,  enjoy, 
retain  to  them  and  their  successors,  lands,  tenements 
and  hereditaments  so  far  as  may  be  necessary  for  con- 
structing a  plankroad  as  hereinafter  set  forth,  and  the 
same  to^Iease,  sell,  grant,  or  in  any  manner  dispose  of; 
to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  to  sue  and  be  sued, 
to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered 
unto,  defend  and  be  defended,  and  also  to  make,  have

and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  alter  or  renew 
at  pleasure,  and  generally  to  do  and  perform  all  and 
smgular  the  acts  and  matters  which  to  any  corporation 
shall  appertain  to  do  and  perform  for  the  well  being  of 
said  corporation. 

Sec  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shaU 
be  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided 
into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each ;  and  the  above 
named  persons,  or  a  majority  of  them,  are  hereby  au- 
thorized to  cause  books  to  be  opened  for  securing  sub- 
scriptions to  the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation,  and

other  of  the  offices,  a  vacancy  occurring  therein,  may 
be-  filled  by  appointment  of  the  trustees  aforesaid. 
There  shall  also  be  elected  by  the  electors  of  said 
village,  a  justice  of  the  peace,  who  shall  hold  his  office 
for  two  years,  and  who  shall  possess  all  the  powers  of 
a  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  county  of  Dodge,  and 
shall  qualify  in  like  manner;  said  justice  of  the  peace 
may  be  elected  at  any  annual  meeting  for  the  election 
of  officers  of  said  village,  and  when  said  office  of 
justice  of  the  peace  shall  become  vacant,  it  may  be 
filled  at  a  special  election.    The  trustees- of  said  village 
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shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  road  commissioner  and 
one  or  more  fire  wardens,  for  said  village,  whose  pow- 
ers, duties  and  term  of  office,  shall  be  regulated  by- 
ordinances  passed  by  said  trustees.  The  justice  of  the 
peace  elected  as  aforesaid,  shall  not  be  included  in  the 
number  of  justices  to  be  elected  by  the  town  of  Hub- 
bard in  pursuance  of  statute. 

Sec  3.  The  trustees  of  said  village  shall,  in  addition  Further  pow- 
to  the  powers  already  possessed  by  them,  have  the  ere  of  trustees, 
following  pawers :  First,  to  purchase  and  hold,  and  to 
hold  already  purchased,  a  burial  ground  in  or  near  said 
village;  to  enclose,  lay  out,  ornament  and  regulate  the 
same;  to  sell  and  convoy  lots  therein,  by  deed,  under 
their  corporate  seal,  and  signed  and  acknowledged  by 
the  clerk  of  said  village ;  and  to  pay  for  such  ground, 
the  said  trustees  are  hereby  authorized  to  issue  the 
bonds. of  said  village,  or  to  issue  their  order  drawn 
upon  the  treasurer  of  said  village,  payable  at  a  future 
day.  Secondly,  to  regulate  and  license  shows,  exhibi- 
tions or  other  public  amusements  and  entertainments; 
to  regulate  and  license  billiard  tables,  bowling  alleys 
and  saloons ;  and  also  to  regulate  the  running  at  large  ♦ 
of  animals  in  said  village,  to  impound  the  same  and  to 
establish  a  pound  and  the  fees  for  impounding  the 
same,  and  to  appoint  a  pound  keeper  and  prescribe  his 
duties.  Thirdly,  to  establish,  make  and  ordain  such 
by-laws  and  ordinances,  as  shall  be  necessary  and 
proper  to  preserve  the  quiet,  peace  and  good  order  of 
said  village;  to  impose  penalties  and  enforce  the  same 
in  the  manner  provided  by  law  for  the  collection  of 
fines  and  forfeitures,  or  as  provided  by  the  act  incorpo- 
rating said  village. 

Sec.  4.  Section  1 9  of  said  act,  is  hereby  amended  as  Amendment, 
follows:  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  voters  of  said  village 
at  any -regular  meeting,  or  at  a  special  meeting,  called 
for  that  purpose,  to  decide  how  much  and  for  what 
purpose  taxes  shall  be  raised,  and  all  sums  of  money 
decided  to  be  raised  by  tax,  shall  be  duly  assessed, 
levied  and  collected  by  the  trustees  of  said  village,  as 
provided  by  the  act  incorporating  the  same.

The  people  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  three  of  an  act  entitled  "An  Act 
to  authorize  the  city  of  Fond  du  Lac  to  aid  in  the 
construction  of  the  Sheboygan  and  Mississippi  Rail- 
road," approved  January  31,  1857,  is  hereby  amended, 
by  repealing  so  much  of  said  section  as  permits  the 
commissioners  created  by  said  act  to  borrow  money  fo! 
the  purpose  of  investing  the  same  in  the  capital  stock 
of  the  Sheboygan  and  Mississippi  Railroad  Company, 
or  to  subscribe  for  shares  of  stock  in  said  company 
and  pay  for  the  same  in  the  bonds  of  said  city  of  Fond 
du  Lac.

such  certificate,  together  with  the  interest  thereof  at  the 
rate  of  twenty-five  per  cent,  per  annum  from  the  date 
of  such  certificate,  the  treasurer  shall  at  the  expiration 
of  said  two  years,  execute  to  the  purchaser,his  heirs  or 
assigns,  a  conveyance  of  the  lots  or  lands  so  sold,  which 
conveyance  shall  vest  in  the  person  or  persons  to  whom

Chapter  176. 

An  Act  to  amend  on  act  entitled  "An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Citj  of 
Bcloit.  approved  March  3l8i,  lr5b." 

The  people  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  : 

chapter  r. 

City  and  IVard  Boundaries. 

Section  1.  The  territory  lying  in  the  county  of  Rock 
and  known  and  designated  as  sections  twenty-five  (25), 
twenty-six  (26),  thirty-five  (35),  thirty-six  (36),  and  the 
east  half  of  sections  twenty-seven  (27),  and  thirty-four 
(34),  in  township  No.  one,  range  twelve  east,  shall  be 
a  municipal  corporation  by  the  name  of  ■  The  City  of 
Beloit,"  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  shall  have  the 
general  powers  possessed  by  municipal  corporations  at 
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common  law,  and  in  addition  thereto  shall  possess  tho 
powers  hereinafter  specifically  granted,  and  the  anther- 
Hies  thereof  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  shall  be 
capable  of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  of  * 
suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  in 
all  courts  of  law  and  equity,  and  shall  have  a  common 
seal  and  may  change  and  alter  the  s;ime  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2.   The  city  shall  be  divided  into  four  (4)  wards,  Ward  bound- 
as  follows :  a,ie*- 

The  first  ward  shall  be  that  portion  contained  within  FintTOd. 
the  following  boundaries,  to  wit:  Commencing  in  the 
centre  of  Rock  river,  in  the  centre  line  of  the  bridge 
crossing  said  Kock  river  between  Bridge  street  and  the 
public  lauding  so  called,  on  the  east  bank  running  from 
said  poiiu  in  the  same  line  to  the  east  bank  of  the  river 
— thence  in  a  straight  line  to  the  centre  of  School  street 
so  caflH— ?henee  in  the  centre  of  said  School  street 
easterly  tiil  it  intersects  with  the  centre  line  of  Hydraulic 
street  so  called — thence  running  in  a  line  in  the  centre 
of  said  Hydraulic  street  till  it  intersects  with  the  centre 
line  of  Second  street — thence  in  the  centre  line  of  Sec- 
ond street  to  its  intersection  with  the  centre  line  of  the 
Milwaukee  road— thence  in  the  centre  line  of  the  Mil- 
waukee r«»ad  to  its  intersection  with  the  line  dividing 
the  towns  of  Turtle  and  Beloit — thence  south  on  said 
dividing  hue  to  the  state  tine  dividing  the  states  of  Wis- 
consin and  Illinois— thence  on  said  state  line  to  the 
Centre  of  Rock  river  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

The  second  ward  shall  include  all  of  that  territory  Second  ward. 
4  within  said  city  limits  upon  east  side  of  the  centre  of 
Rock  river  not  included  in  said  first  ward. 

The  third  ward  shall  include  all  of  that  territory  Third  wd, 
within  said  city  limits  upon  "the  west  side  of  the  centre 
of  Rock  river,  north  of  the  east  and  west  quarter  sec- 
tion line  dividing  section  thirty-four  (34)  and  thirty-firb 
(35),  in  township  one  (1),  range  twelve  (12)  east 

The  fourth  ward  shall  include  all  of  that  territory  Fourth  ward, 
within  said  city  limits  on  the  west  side  of  the  centre  of 
Rock  river  not  included  in  the  third  ward. 

CHAPTER  II. 

Elections. 

Sec.  1.  The  annual  election  for  ward  and  city  officers  Election*, 
ahall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  April  of  each 
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year,  at  such  place  in  each  ward  as  the  common  coun- 
cil shall  designate,  and  the  polls  shall  be  kept  open  from 
nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  till  five  o'clock  in  the  after- 
noon, and  ten  days  previous  notice  shall  be  given  by 
the  common  council  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding 
such  elections,  and  of  the  city  and  ward  officers  to  be 
Elective  offi-  elected.  The  elective  officers  of  said  city  shall  be  a 
mayor  and  treasurer,  and  one  justice  of  the  peace  and 
three  aldermen  for  each  ward ;  all  other  officers  neces- 
sary for  the  proper  management  of  the  affairs  of  said 
city  shall  be  appointed  by  the  common  council ;  all 
elective  officers,  except  justices  of  the  peace,  shall,  un- 
less otherwise  provided,  hold  their  respective  offices  for 
one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified ;  justices  of  the  peace  shall  hold  their  offices 
for  two  years  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified ;  Provided,  however,  The  common  council 
shall  have  power  for  due  cause,  to  expel  any  of  their 
own  numbers  and  to  remove  from  office  any  officer  or 
agent  under  the  city  government,  except  justices  of  the 
peace,  by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  all  the  members  of 
such  body,  due  notice  being  first  given  to  the  officer 
complained  of.

Sec  3.  When  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  office  o£ 
mayor,  aldermen  or  justice  of  the  peace,  such  vacancy 
shall  be  filled  by  a  new  election  which  shall  be  ordered 
by  the  common  council,  and  held  within  fifteen  days 
after  such  vacancy  shall  be  made  kuown  to  the  com- 
•mon  council,  said  notice  of  such  election  shall  be  given 
for  the  same  time  and  be  conducted  and  the  returns 
thereof  made  in  the  same  manner  as  annual  elections, 
any  vacancy  happening  in  any  other  office  shall  be 
filled  by  the  common  council.  The  person  so  elected 
or  appointed  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  unexpired  term 
of  the  person  whose  office  he  may  be  elected  or  ap- 
pointed to  fiU.

Sec.  5.  All  persons  entitled  to  vote  for  county  or  State  Qualified  elec- 
officers  who  shall  have  resided  within  the  city  for  six  tor* 
months  preceding  the  election,  and  for  ten  days  within 
the  ward  where  ifiey  offer  to  vote  shall  be  entitled  to 
vote  for  any  officer  to  be  elected  under  this  law  and  to 
hold  office  thereby  created. 

Seq.  6.  The  elections  in  said  city  shall  be  held  and  Election*— by 
conducted  by  the  aldermen  of  each  ward,  who  shall  be  Jjjjjj^0011" 
the  inspectors  of  elections,  and  shall  take  the  usual 
oaths  or  affirmations  as  prescribed  by  the  general  elec- 
tion laws  of  this  State  to  be  taken  by  the  judges  and 
inspectors  of  elections,  and  shall  have  power  to  appoint 
clerks  of  such  elections,  and  to  administer  the  ueces- 
sary  oaths;  said  (  led ions  shall  be  held  and  conducted 
in  the  same  manner,  and  under  the  same  penalties,  and 
vacancies  in  the  board  of  inspectors  thereof  filled,  as 
required  by  the  laws  of  this  State  regulating  elections. 

Sec.  7.  If  either  of  the  inspectors  shall  suspect  that  Illegal  voting, 
any  person  offering  a  vote  does  not  possess  the  qualifi- 
cations of  an  elector,  or  if  such  vote  be  challenged  bv 
an  elector,  the  inspectors  before  receiving  the  vote  of 
any  such  person  shall  require  him  to  take  the  following 
oath  :  "  You  do  solemnly  swear  (or  afhrm  as  the  case  oath, 
may  be)  that  you  are  twenty  one  years  of  age ;  that  you 
are  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  (or  have  declared 
your  intention  to  become  a  citizen  conformable  to  the 
laws  of  the  United  States  on  the  subject  of  naturaliza- 
tion) ;  that  you  have  resided  in  this  State  one  year,  and 
in  this  city  six  months,  and  within  this  ward  ten  days 
next  preceding  this  election,  and  that  you  have  made 
no  wager  depending  on  the  result  of  this  election."  » 

Sec.  8.  And  if  the  person  offering  to  vote  shall  take  Illegal  voting 
such  oath,  his  vote  shall  be  received ;  and  if  such  per-  —punishment 
son  shall  take  such  oath  falsely,  he  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  willful  and  corrupt  perjury,  and  upon  convic- 
tion thereof  upon  indictment  shall  suffer  the  punish- 
ment provided  by  law  for  persons  guilty  of  perjury.  If 
any  person  who  is  not  a  qualified  voter  shall  vote  at 
any  election,  or  if  any  person  duly  qualified  shall  vote 
in  any  other  ward  than  the  one  in  which  he  resides,  or 
shall  vote  more  than  once  at  any  one  election,  he  shall 
be  liable  to  an  indictment,  and  upon  conviction  thereof 
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shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not  exceed  in;/ one  hundred 
dollars,  nor  less  than  twenty  five  dollars.

CHAPTER  III. 

Officers,  their  Powers  and  Duties. 

Section  1.  Every  person  elected  or  appointed  to  any  officer* elect, 
office  under  this  act,  shall,  before  he  enters  upon  the  ^  IOM"b8Cribe 
duties  or  his  office,  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  of  office  au  oa 
before  some  proper  person  authorized  to  administer 
oaths,  ami  file  the  same  duly  certified  by  the  oflicer 
taking  it.  with  the  clerk  of  the  city ;  and  the  treasurer, 
clerk,  marshal, constable  and  such  other  officer  as  the 
common  council  may  direct,  shall  severally  before  they 
enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  execute 
to  the  city  of  Beloit  a  bond  with  at  least  two  sureties  To  give bond* 
who  Khali  swear  they  are  each  worth  the  penalty  speci- 
fied in  the  bond  over  and  above  all  d«*bis,  exemptions 
or  liabilities,  and  such  bond  shall  contain  such  penal 
sum  and  such  conditions  as  the  common  council  may 
deem  proper;  and  they  may  from  time  to  time  require 
new  or  additional  bonds,  and  remove  from  office  any 
officers  who  shall  |ieglc<t  or  refuse  to  give  the  same. 

8fiCV  S.  The  mayor  when  present,  shall  preside  over  Mayor— duty, 
the  meetings  of  the  common  council  and  mke  care  that 
the  laws  of  the  Slate  and  the  ordinances  of  the  city  arc 
duly  observed  and  enforced,  and  that  all  other  executive 
otficcrs  of  the  city  discharge  their  respective  duties,  he 
shall  born  lime  to  time  give  the  common  council  such 
information  and  recommend  such  measures  as  he  may 
deem  l»est  for  the  prosperity  and  advantage  of  the  city. 
1  he  mayor  shall  be  the  chief  executive  officer  and  the 
head  of  the  police  of  the  city,  and  in  case  of  a  riot  or 
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other  disturbance  he  may  appoint  as  many  special  or 
temporary  constables  as  he  may  deem  necessary.  The 
mayor  shall  have  a  vote  only  in  case  of  a  tie. 
Fint  meeting  Sec.  3.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  common  council 
each  year  they  shall  proceed  to  elect,  by  ballot,  one  of 
their  number  president,  and  in  absence  of  the  mayor 
the  said  president  shall  preside  over  the  meetings  of  the 
common  council,  and  during  the  absence  of  the  mavor 
from  the  city,  or  his  inability  for  any  reason  to  discharge 
the  duties  of  his  office,  the  said  president  shall  exercise 
all  the  powers  and  discharge  alt  the  duties  of  mayor. 
In  case  the  mayor  and  president  shall  be  absent  at  any 
meeting  of  the  common  council,  they  shall  proceed  to 
elect  a  temporary  presiding  officer,  who  for  the  time 
being  shall  discharge  all  the  duties  of  the  mavor.  The 
president  or  temporary  presiding  officer  while  presiding 
over  the  council  or  performing  the  duties  of  mayor, 
shall  be  styled  acting  mayor,  and  any  act  performed  by 
them,  or  either  of  them,  shall  Have  the  same  force  and 
validity  as  if  performed  by  the  mayor. 
Clerk— duty.  Sec  4.  The  clerk  shall  keep  the  corporate  seal  and 
all  papers  and  records  of  the  city,  and  keep  a  record  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  common  council,  whose  meet- 
ings it  shall  be  his  duty  to  attend,  and  copies  of  all 
papers  filed  in  his  office  and  transcripts  from  the  records 
of  the  common  council,  certified  by  him  under  the 
corporate  seal,  shall  be  evidence  in  all  courts  in  like 
manner  as  if  the  original  were  produced;  and  counter- 
sign alL  orders  drawn  by  the  mayor  on  the  treasury,  in 
pursuance  of  an  order  or  resolution  of  the  common 
council,  and  keep  a  full  and  accurate  account  thereof 
in  books  provided  for  that  purpose ;  he  shall  file  in  his 
office  all  chattel  mortgages  presented  to  him  for  that 
purpose,  and  safely  keep  the  same  and  enter  in  a  book, 
to  be  provided  by  him  for  that  purpose,  the  names  of 
all  the  parties  to  such  instrument,  the  same  as  town 
clerks  are  by  law  now  required  to  do,  receiving  therefor 
the  same  compensation  as  clerks  of  towns;  and  all 
chattel  mortgages  so  filed  shall  be  as  valid  and  have 
the  same  efTect  as  if  the  same  had  been  filed  in  the 
town  clerks  office  of  any  town.  It  shall  also  be  his  duty 
to  do  or  perform  any  act  required  to  be  done  by  clerks 
of  towns  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
and  he  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  administer 
oaths  and  affirmations. 
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Sec.  5.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  belong-  Treasurer— 
Ing  to  the  city  and  keep  accurate  and  detailed  account  dutJ 
thereof,  in  such  manner  as  the  common  council  may 
from  time  to  time  direct.  The  treasurer  shall  exhibit  to 
the  common  council  at  least  fifteen  days  before  the  an- 
nual election,  and  sooner  if  required  by  them,  a  full 
and  detailed  account  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures 
after  thf  date  of  the  last  annual  report,  and  also  of  the 
state  of  the  treasury,  which  account  shall  be  filed  with 
the  clerk;  the  treasurer  shall  in  addition  have  the  same 
powers  and  duties,  and  subject  to  the  same  liabilities, 
and  be  entitled  to  the  same  compensation,  as  treasurers 
in  towns. 

Sec.  6.  The  marshal  shall  perform  such  duties  as  Marsha!-- 
shall  be  prescribed  by  the  common  council  for  the  pre- 
servation of  the  public  peace  and  the  collection  of  li- 
cense moneys  and  fines ;  he  shall  possess  the  powers  of 
constable  at  common  law,  or  by  the  laws  of  this  State, 
and  shall  receive  like  fees,  except  where  the  services 
are  rendered  for  and  in  behalf  of  the  city. 

Sec  7.  The  attorney  shall  perform  all  professional  Attorney^ 
services  incident  to  the  office,  and  when  requir  ed  shall  dut7- 
furnish  written  opinions  upon  any  subject  submitted  to 
him  by  the  common  council. 

Sec.  8.  All  ordinances,  resolutions,  by-laws  and  other  Require 
proceedings  and  matters  required  by  this  act,  or  by  the  llcatlon- 
by-laws  or  ordinances  of  the  common  council,  to  be 
published  in  a  public  newspaper,  may  be  published  in 
any  newspaper  printed  and  published  in  said  city  that 
shall  be  designated  by  the  common  council;  and  in  Proof  of 
case  of  the  publication  of  any  ordinance,  notice,  reso- 
lution, or  other  matter,  which  is  required  to  be  pub- 
lished, the  editor  or  publisher  of  the  newspaper  so  de- 
signated shall  file  with  .the  clerk  of  the  city  a  copy  of 
such  publication  with  the  affidavit  of  such  editor,  pub- 
lisher, or  foreman,  of  the  length  of  time  the  same  has 
been  published,  and  such  affidavit,  or  the  record  there- 
of, shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  such  publication. 

Sec.  9.  If  any  person  having  been  an  officer  in  said  Neglecting  «r 
city  shall  neglect  or  refuse  for  ten  days  after  notification  [|vf"X*k!^ 
and  request  to  deliver  to  his  successor  in  office  all  prop-  to 
erty,  books,  papers  and  efTects  of  every  description  in 
his  possession,  belonging  to  said  city  or  appertaining  to 
the  office  he  may  have  held,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for 
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the  use  of  the  city  one  hundred  dollars,  besides  ali  dam- 
ages caused  by  his  neglect  or  refusal  so  to  deliver. 
Ho  alderman  Sec.  10.  No  alderman  shall  be  a  party  to,  or  interest- 
ed in  any  job  or  contract  with  the  city,  or  any  of  its 
wards,  and  any  contract  in  which  any  alderman  shall 
be  so  interested  shall  be  null  and  void ;  and  in  case  any 
money  shall  have  been  paid  on  any  such  contract  the 
common  council  may  sue,  in  the  name  of  the  City,  for, 
aud  recover  the  amount  so  paid  from  the  party  to  such 
contract,  and  the  alderman  interested  in  the  same; 
Proviso.  Provided,  That  no  money  shall  be  recovered  from  an 
innocent  party  who  was  ignorant  of  the  interest  of  such 
alderman  at  the  time  of  his  receipt  of  such  money. 

Sec.  IL  The  mayor  or  acting  mayor,  the  sheriff  or 
any  deputy  sheriff,  of  Rock  county,  and  each  and  every 
alderman,  justice  of  the  peace,  marshal,  attorney  and 
constable,  shall  be  officers  of  the  peace,  and  may  com- 
mand the  peace  and  suppress  in  a  summary  manner 
all  rioting  and  disorderly  behaviour  within  the  limits  of 
the  city,  and  for  such  purposes  may  command  the  as- 
sistance of  all  by-standers,  and  if  need  be  of  all  citi- 
zens and  military  companies ;  and  if  any  person,  by- 
stander, military  officer,  or  private,  shall  refuse  to  aid 
in  maintaining  the  peace  when  so  required,  every  such 
person  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  of  fifty  dollars,  un- 
less such  individual  so  refusing  shall  be  so  sick  or  in- 
firm  as  to  render  it  impracticable  for  him  to  comply 
with  such  command,  which  sickness  or  infirmity  may 
be  shown  in  defence. 
Justices  of  the    Sec.  12.  The  justices  of  the  peace  provided  for  in 
-powers,  this  act  may  hold  their  offices  at  any  place  within  said 
city,  and  shall  have  the  same  rights,  powers  and  juris- 
diction as  justices  of  the  peace  elected  by  towns ;  and 
shall  have  jurisdiction  to  hear  all  complaints  and  con- 
duct all  examinations  and  trials  in  criminal  cases  with- 
in the  city  cognizable  before  a  justice  of  the  peace;  aud 
try  all  offences  against  the  ordinances  of  the  city,  and 
said  justices  shall  have  sole  jurisdiction  in  all  cases  of 
offences  against  the  ordinances  of  said  city,  and  de- 
fendants in  criminal  cases  shall  have  the  same  right  of 
appeal  as  provided  by  law;  and  in  all  cases  of  fines, un- 
der the  ordinances,  defendants  shall  have  a  right  to 
an  appeal  under  the  same  provisions  and  requirements 
as  now  are  or  may  be  provided  for  taking  appeals  from 
justices  of  the  peace. 
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CHAPTER  IV. 

i 

The  Common  Council,  its  Powers  and  Duties. 

Section  1.  The  mayor  and  aldermen  shall  constitute  Council,  style 
the  common  council,  and  the  style  of  all  ordinances  shall of  o,(ii»a«c<« 
be  "The  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  ofan  mee 
Beloit  do  ordain."   The  common  council  shall  meet  at 
such  time  and  place  as  they,  by  resolution,  shall  direct; 
but  they  shall  hold  stated  meetings  on  the  first  Monday 
of  each  month,  and  the  mayor  may  call  special  meet- 
ings by  notice  to  each  of  the  members,  or  left  at  their 
usual  place  of  residence ;  a  majority  of  the  aldermen 
shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Sec.  2.  The  common  council  shall  determine  the  rules  Council— 
of  its  proceedings  and  he  the  judge  of  the  election  and  P°wor 
qualification  of  its  members,  and  have  power  to  com- 
pel the  attendance  of  absent  members. 

Sec  3.  The  common  council  shall  have  the  manage-  Council  g—> 
in cut  and  control  of  the  property  and  the  finances  of eral  P°*»w. 
the  city,  and  shall  likewise  in  addition  to  the  powers 
herein  granted  have  full  power  and  authority  to  make, 
enact,  ordain,  establish,  publish,  enforce  all  ordinances, 
rules  and  by-laws,  and  alter,  modify,  amend  and  repeal 
all  such  ordinances,  rules  and  by-laws  for  the  govern- 
ment and  good  order  of  the  city,  for  the  suppression  of 
vice,  for  the  prevention  of  crime,  and  for  the  benefit  of 
the  trade  and  health  thereof,  as  they  shall  deem  expe- 
dient; declaring  and  imposing  penalties  and  to  enforce 
the  same  against  any  person  or  persons  who  may  vio- 
late any  of  the  provisions  of  such  ordinances,  rules  and 
by-laws,  and  such  ordinances,  rules  and  by-laws  are 
hereby  declared  to  be  and  have  the  force  of  law : 

First  To  license  and  regulate  the  exhibitions  of  com-  Lictnaeahow* 
mon  showmen  and  shows  of  any  kind ;  the  exhibitions  Ac* 
of  caravans,  circuses,  and  theatrical  performances ;  the 
keeping  of  billiard  tables  and  bowling  saloons ;  and  to 
provide  for  the  abatement  and  removal  of  all  nuisances 
under  the  ordinance  or  at  common  law ;  and  to  grant 
licenses  and  regulate  groceries,  taverns  and  victual- 
ling houses ;  and  to  regulate  the  sale  of,  or  dealing  in, 
spirituous,  vinous,  or  fermented  liquors,  and  grant  li- 
censes for  the  same  for  such  sum  and  upon  such  con- 
ditions and  restrictions  as  the  common  council  may 
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deem  for  the  best  interest  of  the  city,  and  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  laws  of  this  Stale. 
Prohibit  deal-  Second.  To  restrain  and  prohibit  all  vending  or  deal- 
ing in  liquors.  jng  jn>  or  giving  away,  with  intent  to  avoid  the  law, 
spirituous,  vinous  or  fermented  liquors,  and  all  descrip- 
tions of  gaming  and  fraudulent  devices  and  practices, 
and  all  playing  of  cards,  dice,  or  other  games  of  chance, 
for  the  purpose  of  gaming  in  said  city,  and,  may  de- 
clare the  illegal  traffic  in  spirituous,  vinous,  or  ferment- 
ed liquors  a  nuisance,  and  abate  it  as  such. 

Third.  To  prevent  any  riots,  noise  or  disturbance,  or 
disorderly  assemblages,  suppress  or  distrain  disorderly 
houses  or  groceries,  or  houses  of  ill  fame. 

Fourth.  To  compel  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any 
grocery,  brewery,  cellar,  tallow  chandlers  shop,  soap 
factory,  tannery,  stable,  barn,  privy,  sewer,  or  other  un- 
wholesome nauseous  house  or  place,  to  cleanse,  remove 
or  abate  the  same  from  time  to  time  as  it  may  be  deem- 
ed necessary  for  the  health,  comfort  and  convenience 
of  inhabitants  of  said  city. 

Fifth.  To  direct  the  location  and  management  of 
slaughter  houses  and  markets,  and  to  establish  rates  for, 
and  license  venders  of  gunpowder  or  other  combustible 
materials. 

Sixth.  To  prevent  the  encumbering  of  the  streets, 
sidewalks,  lanes,  or  alleys,  with  any  substances,  animal, 
or  vehicle  whatever. 

Seventh.  To  prevent  horse  racing,  immoderate  riding 
or  driving  in  the  streets  or  upon  the  bridges  in  the  city, 
and  to  regulate  the  places  of  bathing  and  swimming  in 
the  waters  within  the  limits  of  said  city. 

Eighth.  To  regulate  the  running  at  large  of  cattle, 
and  to  restrain  the  running  at  large  of  cattle,  swine, 
sheep,  horses,  poultry  and  geese,  and  to  authorize 
the  distraining  and  sale  of  the  same;  to  prevent  the 
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trary  to  the  ordinance. 

Ninth.  To  prevent  any  person  from  bringing,  depos- 
iting, or  having  within  said  city  any  putrid  carcass,  01 
other  unwholesome  substance,  and  to  require  the  re- 
moval of  the  same  by  any  person  who  shall  have  upon 
his  premises  any  such  substance,  or  putrid  or  unwhole- 
some or  unsound  beef,  pork,  fish,  hides,  or  skins  of 
any  kind,  and  in  default  of  such  person  to  authorize 
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the  removal  thereof  by  some  competent  officer,  at  the 
expense  of  such  person  or  persons. 

Tenth.  To  make  and  establish  public  pounds,  wells, 
cisterns  and  reservoirs,  and  to  provide  for  the  erection  of 
water  works  for  the  supply  of  the  city  in  case  of  fires, 
and  to  regulate  and  license  hacks,  drays,  carts,  and  the 
charges  of  hackmen,  draymen  and  cartmen  in  the  city. 

Eleventh.  To  establish  and  regulate  boards  of  health,  Public 
provide  hospitals  for  those  infected  with  small  pox  and  *c- 
other  contagious  diseases,  and  order  and  regulate  the 
removal  of  snch  persons  from  the  city  when  the  health 
and  safety  of  the  city  require,  to  provide  grounds  for 
the  burial  of  the  dead  and  regulate  the  burial  of  the 
dead,  and  exempt  burial  grounds,  public  squares,  en- 
gine houses,  and  all  other  property  set  apart  for  public 
use  from  taxation. 

Twelfth.  To  prevent  all  persons  riding  or  driving  any 
animal  on  the  side  walks  in  said  city,  or  in  any  way 
doing  damage  to  said  side  walks,  and  to  direct  and  re- 
gulate the  setting  of  suitable  hitching  posts  along  the 
side  walks  in  said  city. 

Thirteenth.  To  prevent  the  shooting  of  fire  arms,  or  Fire 
the  exhibition  of  any  fire  works  in  any  place  which  the 
common  council  may  consider  dangerous  to  the  city,  or 
any  property  therein,  or  annoying  to  any  person  thereof, 
and  to  prevent  the  destruction  of  birds  and  their  young, 
or  eggs,  in  cemeteries,  or  public  burying  grounds. 

Fourteenth.  To  restrain  drunkenness  or  obscenity  in  Dru 
the  streets  or  public  places,  and  to  provide  for  arresting,  Ac- 
removing  and  punishing  any  person  or  persons  who 
may  be  guilty  of  the  same. 

Fifteenth.  To  regulate  the  police  of  the  city.  Police. 

Sixteenth.  To  regulate  the  place  and  manner  of  sell-  Hay  and  fuel 
ing  and  weighing  hay,  and  measuring  and  selling  fuel 
either  wood  or  coal,  and  to  appoint  suitable  persons  to 
superintend  and  conduct  the  same. 

Seventeenth.  To  license  and  regulate  butchers  stalls,  Bu 
shops,  and  stands  for  the  sale  of  game,  poultry,  butch-  Ac- 
er's meat,  butter,  fish,  and  other  provisions. 

Eighteenth.  To  regulate  the  time,  place  and  manner 
of  holding  public  auctions  or  vendues. 

Nineteenth.  To  provide  by  ordinance  for  a  standard  Weights  and 
of  weights  and  measures,  and  for  the  punishment  for  mea8Ure3- 
the  use  of  false  weights  and  measures. 

Twentieth.  To  compel  the  owners  or  occupants  of  Cleaning 
buildings  or  grounds  to  remove  dirt  or  other  rubbish  walk*»A* 
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from  the  side  walk,  street  or  alley  opposite  thereto,  aad 
to  compel  such  owner  or  occupant  to  remove  from  the 
lot  owned  or  occupied  by  him,  all  substances  as  the 
board  of  health  shall  direct,  and  on  his  default,  to  au- 
thorize the  removal  or  destruction  thereof  by  some  officer 
of  the  city,  at  the  expense  of  such  owner  or  occupant 
Sec.  4.  All  laws,  ordinances,  regulations,  resolutions, 
and  by-laws,  shall  be  passed  by  an  affirmative  vote  of 
a  majority  of  the  common  council  present",  and  ail  or- 
dinances shall  be  signed  by  the  mayor  and  be  published 
in  one  newspaper  in  the  city  before  the  same  shall  be 
in  force,  and  within  ten  days  thereafter  they  shall  be 
recorded  by  the  city  clerk,  in  books  to  be  provided  for 
that  purpose ;  but  before  any  of  the  said  ordinances 
shall  be  recorded,  the  publication  thereof  respectively 
shall  be  proved  by  the  affidavit  of  the  editor,  publisher 
or  publishers,  or  foreman,  of  such  newspaper,  and  said 
affidavit  shall  be  recorded  therewith,  and  such  affidavit, 
or  the  record  thereof,  at  all  times,  shall  be  deemed  and 
taken  "as  sufficient  and  conclusive  evidence  of  the  time 
and  manner  of  publication.  No  appropriation  shall  be 
made  without  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  members  of 
the  common  council  present  in  its  favor,  which  vote 
shall  be  taken  by  ayes  and  nays  and  entered  among  the 
proceedings  of  the  council. 

Sec  5.  The  powers  conferred  upon  the  said  council 
to  provide  for  the  abatement  or  removal  of  nuisances, 
shall  not  bar  or  hinder  suits,  prosecutions,  or  proceed- 
ings in  the  courts  according  to  law. 
City  accounts  Sec.  6.  The  council  shall  examine,  audit  and  adjust 
—duty  of  city  the  accounts  of  the  clerk,  treasurer,  and  other  officers 
and  agents  of  the  city,  at  such  times  as  they  shall  deem 
proper,  and  also  at  the  end  of  each  year,  and  before 
the  terms  for  which  the  officers  of  said  city  are  elected 
or  appoiuted  shall  have  expired,  and  the  common  coun- 
cil shall  require  each  and  every  such  officer  and  agent 
to  exhibit  his  books,  accounts  and  vouchers  for  such 
examination  and  settlement;  and  if  any  such  officer  or 
agent  shall  refuse  to  comply  with  the  orders  of  the  said 
council  in  the  discharge  of  their  said  duties  in  pursu- 
ance of  this  section,  or  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  ren- 
der his  accounts  or  present  his  books  and  vouchers  to 
said  council,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  common  coun- 
cil to  declare  the  office  of  such  person  vacant,  and  the 
common  council  shall  order  suits  and  proceedings  at 
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law  against  any  officer  or  agent  of  said  city  who  may 
be  found  delinquent  or  defaulting  in  his  accounts,  or  in 
the  discharge  of  his  official  duties,  and  shall  make  a 
full  record  of  all  such  settlements  and  adjustments. 

Sec.  7.  The  alderman  of  each  ward  shall  be  over-  Over**™  of 
seers  of  the  poor  therein,  and  shall  have  the  same  pow-  P00*- 
ers  and  perform  the  same  duties  in  respect  thereto,  as 
overseers  of  the  poor  of  towns,  subject  to  the  control  of 
the  common  council. 

CHAPTER  V. 

Finances  and  Taxation. 

Section  1.  All  funds  in  the  treasury,  except  state  and  Fundi  under 
county  funds,  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the  common  control  of 
council,  and  shall  be  drawn  out  upon  the  order  of  the  counclL 
mayor  and  clerk,  duly  authorized  by  a  vote  of  the  com- 
mon council,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided. 

Sec.  2.  The  common  council  may  annually  levy  a  Annual  t 
tax  upon  all  the  property  in  said  city  subject  to  taxa- 
tion, not  exceeding  five  mills  on  a  dollar  of  the  assessed 
value  of  said  property,  to  defray  the  current  expenses 
of  the  city,  not  including  the  expense  of  schools  ;  and 
an  additional  tax  upon  the  property  liable  to  taxation 
in  each  ward,  not  to  exceed  five  mills  upon  a  dollar  of 
the  assessed  value  of  said  property  to  pay  the  indebted- 
ness or  defray  the  current  expenses  of  such  ward. 

Sec.  3.  Special  taxes  for  purchasing  fire  engines  and  i 
fixtures,  cemetery  grounds,  public  squares,  or  building 
roads  or  bridges,  or  fire  engine  buildings,  or  for  the  re- 
pairing or  improving  any  road,  bridge,  public  ground, 
or  squares,  or  cemetery  grounds,  when  a  sum  exceed- 
ing five  hundred  dollars  shall  be  required  for  any  such 
purposes,  may  be  voted  at  any  regular  or  special  meet- 
ing of  the  voters  in  said  city,  but  no  such  vote  shall  be 
taken  unless  such  vote  be  first  recoro mended  by  the 
common  council,  and  a  notice  of  the  same  specifying 
generally  the  purpose  for  which  such  ta#  is  to  be  raised, 
and  the  time  and  place  for  voting,  be  published  at  least 
ten  days  before  such  meeting  in  some  newspaper  in  said 
city. 

Sec.  4.  The  aldermen  of  each  ward  shall  certify  to  AldSTTV?ta 
the  council  any  debts  contracted  by  such  ward  for  the  ^wito 
current  year,  and  thereupon  the  said  council  shall  (if 
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such  debt  be  a  proper  claim  against  such  ward)  allow 
such  debt,  and  direct  the  mayor  and  clerk  to  issue  to 
the  proper  person,  orders  of  the  city  to  the  amount  of 
the  debt;  Prm'uhd,  The  said  council  shall  in  no  case 
allow  any  such  debt,  if  such  allowance  will  cause  the 
whole  amount  of  orders  so  issued  to  meet  the  indebted- 
ness of  such  ward,  to  exceed  the  amount  of  tax  so  lev- 
ied and  collected  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter 
to  meet  the  current  expenses  of  the  year,  assuming  as 
a  basis  the  tax  list  last  equalized  and  corrected  by  the 
common  council. 

Ssc,5.  No  alderman  in  any  ward  shall  contract  debts 
against  such  ward  in  any  one  year  to  an  amount  great- 
er than  the  amount  of  tax  which,  under  the  provisions 
of  this  chapter,  may  be  levied  in  such  ward  to  meet  the 
current  expenses  of  the  year ;  and  if  any  alderman  shall 
so  contract  debts  to  a  greater  amount  than  such  tax, 
neither  such  ward  nor  the  city  shall  be  liable  therefor, 
and  said  debt  shall  be  regarded  as  having  been  origin- 
ally contracted  by  such  alderman  personally;  Prowle^ 
That  no  alderman  shall  be  held  liable  as  aforesaid 
without  proof  of  his  assent  as  alderman  to  the  contract- 
ing of  the  debt  or  liability  by  the  ward. 

Sec.  6.  The  assessor  or  assessors  appointed  by  virtue 
of  this  act  shall,  in  all  things  pertaining  to  their  office, 
so  far  as  practicable,  be  governed  by  the  same  laws  as 
assessors  in  towns,  except  so  far  as  they  may  be  altered 
by  this  act;  Provided  however,  That  the  common 
council  may  more  fully  define  the  duties  of  assessors, 
and  they  shall  return  their  assessment  rolls  to  the  city 
clerk  on  or  before  the  twentieth  day  of  July  in  each 
year. 

Duty  of  clerk  Sec-  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  annuaJ/f, 
upon  receipt  upon  the  receipt  of  the  assessment  roll,  to  lay  the  same 
assessment.  before  tne  common  council  for  their  consideration,  and 
the  said  common  council  shall  be  a  board  of  equalizers 
and  if  they  deem  it  necessary  may  make  such  amend- 
ments, corrections,  alterations  or  additions  thereto  as 
will  produce  an  equality  of  assessment,  agreeable  to  the 
true  or  comparative  value  of  or  between  the  several 
lands  and  portions  of  property,  and  when  so  equalized 
and  corrected  the  common  council  shall  confirm  the 
same,  and  may  at  any  time  thereafter  proceed  to  levy 
upon  the  whole  amount  of  such  assessment,  as  correct- 
ed and  equalized,  such  a  per  centage  as  a  majority  of  the 
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board  shall  deem  necessary  for  all  corporation  purposes, 
for  the  year  in  which  it  is  made ;  Provided,  That  such  Proviso, 
per  centage  shall  not  exceed  for  city  and  ward  purposes 
and  expenses,  one  cent  on  a  dollar  valuation.  But  no 
county  school  or  State  tax  shall  be  levied  by  said  coun- 
cil until  the  assessment  shall  have  been  equalized  by 
the  county  board,  the  same  as  the  assessment  of  towns, 
and  after  having  been  so  equalized  by  the  county  board 
the  same  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  observed  in 
levying  and  collecting  said  city  council,  State  and  school 
taxes  within  said  city  as  are  applicable  to  the  same  in 
towns. 

Sec.  8.  All  taxes  and  assessments,  general  and  special,  Taxes  to  rs- 
levied  under  this  act  shall  be  and  remain  a  lien  upon  ™ai", 
all  personal  property  of  any  person  or  corporation  as- 
sessed for  personal  taxes  from  the  time  of  the  confirma- 
tion of  the  assessment  roll. 

Sec.  9.  Before  the  annual  meeting  of  the  board  of  clerk  to  trans- 
supervisors  of  the  county  of  Rock,  it  shall  be  the  duty  jJ^J^JJ^Ji 
of  the  city  clerk  to  cause  a  copy  of  the  assessment  roll  to  supervisor* 
of  said  city  for  such  year  to  be  transmitted  to  the  clerk 
of  the  board  of  supervisors,  who  shall  lay  the  same  be- 
fore the  board  at  their  next  annual  meeting,  and  such 
copy  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  the  assessment 
roll  of  said  city,  such  board  of  supervisors  shall  have  - 
the  fight  of  equalizing  the  assessment  of  the  towns  in 
gaid  county  and  of  said  city  as  provided  by  law,  but  in 
such  equalization  shall  consider  the  assessment  roll  of 
said  city  as  an  entire  roll,  and  shall  not  change  the  rel- 
ative valuation  of  the  different  wards. 

Sec.  ID.  The  said  board  of  supervisors  may  lay  a  How  city  is* 
tax  as  now  provided  by  law,  but  shall  therein  proceed  be  t&xed. 
without  regard  to  the  division  of  the  city  into  wards, 
and  shall  cause  the  amount  of  taxes  to  be  levied  and 
the  purposes  to  be  certified  to  the  city  clerk  in  the  man- 
ner provided  by  the  general  laws  of  this  State,  and  the 
said  clerk  shall  thereupon  proceed  to  calculate  and 
carry  out  such  State  and  county  tax,  together  with  all 
taxes,  general  or  special,  levied  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  in  the  same  manner  as  is  now  provided  by  law 
for  town  taxes,  and  in  all  other  respects  not  herein  pro- 
vided, such  taxes  shall  be  collected  in  the  manner  now 
provided,  or  as  may  hereafter  be  provided  by  law  for 
the  collection  of  town  taxes. 
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THiurer.  Sxc  11.  The  treasurer  of  the  city,  in  giving  bonds, 
collecting  such  tax,  and  making  his  return  to  the  county 
treasurer,  and  in  all  oilier  respects,  shall  conform  to  the 
general  laws  of  the  State;  and  the  county  treasurer  shall 
give  to  said  city  treasurer  a  certificate  of  the  amount 
of  delinquent  city  tax,  certifying  that  after  the  sale  of 
lands  for  delinquent  taxes  the  said  city  will  be  entitled 
to  the  amount  contained  in  such  certificate.  The  war- 
rant annexed  to  the  assessment  roll  to  he  delivered  to 
the  city  treasurer  may  be  substantially  iu  the  form  prod- 
ded  by  section  52  of  chapter  lo,  of  the  revised  statutes, 
or  as  may  be  hereafter  provided  by  law,  and  shall  be 
signed  by  the  mayor  and  clerk. 


CHAPTEB  VI. 


Opening  of  Streets,  4  c 

f/ow«  of  Suction  L  The  common  council  shall  have  the  pow- 
er to  lay  out  public  grounds,  squares,  street  and  alleys, 
and  to  widen  the  same. 

Sec.  2.  The  common  council  shall,  by  a  general  ordi- 
nance, prescribe  the  mode  of  procedure  iu  condemning 
premises  for  public  use,  the  manner  of  notifying  the 
parties  interested  in  such  premises,  and  of  estimating 
the  damages  to  be  paid  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  the 
property  proposed  to  be  taken,  and  also  the  mode  of 
ascertaining  what  lands  or  premises  will  be  benefited 
by  such  taking;  Provided  however^  That  no  ordinance 
shall  be  passed  which  shall  not  require  notice,  either 
actual  or  constructive,  to  the  parties  interested  in  the 
premises  proposed  to  be  taken,  of  the  time,  place  and 
manner  of  appointing  or  drawing  a  jury  to  assess  the 
damages,  and  of  the  time  when  the  damages  or  bene- 
fits will  be  assessed,  or  that  shall  attempt  to  take  away 
from  the  parties  iu  interest  their  right  of  assessment  by 
jury,  of  appeal  to  the  circuit  court,  or  to  compensation, 
before  such  property  shall  be  taken. 

Sec.  3.  Any  person  being  dissatisfied  with  the  amount 
of  compensation  for  property  taken,  or  the  amount  as- 
sessed as  benefits,  shall  have  the  right  to  appeal  to  the 
circuit  court  within  twenty  days  from  the  time  of  the 
awarding  of  compensation  or  assessment  of  benefits, 
by  giving  a  bond  to  the  city  in  not  less  than  one  hun- 
dred dollars,  to  be  approved  by  the  mayor,  acting  mayor, 
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or  city  clerk,  to  pay  all  costs  of  appeal  ;  in  case  the  ap^ 
pellant  shall  not  upon  such  appeal  increase  the  amount 
of  compensation,  or  decrease  the  amount  assessed  as 
benefits,  as  the  case  may  be,  the  commou  council  may 
appeal  in  behalf  of  the  city,  by  giving  notice  to  the 
opposite  party  without  giving  bond. 

CHAPTER  VJI. 

City  Improvements. 

Section  1.  The  aldermen  of  the  several  wards  shall  Street  eom- 
be  street  commissioners  in  and  for  their  respective miaaion€r* 
wards,  two  of  whom  shall  be  a  quorum.  One  of  their 
number,  or  some  person  appointed  by  them,  shall  be 
clerk  of  the  board  of  comu.issioners,who  shall  keep  a  re- 
cord of  all  their  acts  and  doings,  and  shall  keep  and  pre- 
serve all  contracts,  receipts  and  papers  of  the  board.  The 
several  boards  of  street  commissioners  shall  make  report 
in  detail  to  the  common  council  of  their  acts  and  doings 
whenever  required;  and  at  the  expiration  of  each  year 
and  before  their  term  of  office  shall  expire,  shall  submit 
all  their  acts  and  doings,  books,  records,  papers,  ac- 
counts, receipts,  and  vouchers,  to  the  common  council 
for  final  settlement  and  adjustment. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  deeming  himself  aggrieved  by  an  May  appeal  to 
act  of  the  street  commissioners  may  at  any  time  appeal  council, 
to  the  common  council,  who  shall  inquire  into,  exam- 
ine and  correct  the  acts  or  order  complained  of,  as  they 
shall  deem  just  and  proper;  and  the  further  action  of 
the  board  in  this  respect  shall  be  regulated  accordingly. 

Sec  3.  The  said  street  commissioners  shall  have  street  com- 
power  to  contract  for  making,  grading,  repairing  and  missioneis— 
cleaning  of  streets,  alleys,  public  grounds,  reservoirs,  PoweTB- 
gutters  and  sewers,  within  their  respective  wards,  and 
to  direct  and  control  the  persons  employed  thereon. 

Sec  4.  Whenever  the  said  street  commissioners  shall  Constxrictipiv 
deem  it  necessary  to  construct  or  repair  any  side  walk  of  ^e 
within  their  wards,  they  shall  direct  the  owner  or  occu- 
pant of  any  lot  adjoining  such  side  walk  to  make  or 
repair  the  same  at  his  own  proper  cost  and  charge.  If 
such  work  is  not  done  in  the  manner  and  within  the 
time  prescribed,  the  commissioners  shall  cause  the  same 
to  be  done  at  the  expense  of  the  lots  adjoining  said  side 
walk ;  and  at  some  period  prior  to  the  time  of  the  deliv- 
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ery  of  the  tax  list  to  the  treasurer,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  street  commissioners  to  make  a  report  to  the  com- 
mon council  of  the  amount  of  tax  properly  chargeable 
against  each  lot  for  work  done  under  the  provisions  of 
this  section,  for  any  period  not  exceeding  one  year  prior 
to  such  report,  specifying  the  amount  in  gross,  and  such 
amonnt  shall  be  a  lien  upon  such  lots,  and  be  levied 
thereon  as  a  special  tax,  with  all  the  legal  consequence, 
both  as  to  collection  of  taxes  and  sale  of  the  lots  pre- 
scribed by  this  charter  for  collecting  city  taxes.

Whenever  the  commissisners  shall  determine 
Eowu>  be*""  t0  ma^e  anv  public  improvement,  as  authorized  by  sec- 
tions 3,  4  and  5  of  this  chapter,  they  shall  cause  to  be 
made  an  estimate  of  the  whole  expense  thereof,  and  of 
the  proportion  to  be  assessed  and  charged  to  each  lot; 
and  in  case  of  grading  streets,  alleys  or  side  walks,  of 
the  number  of  cubic  yards  to  be  filled  in  or  to  be  exca- 
vated in  front  of  each;  and  such  estimate  shall  be  filed 
with  the  city  clerk  for  the  inspection  of  parties  interest-

confine  him  temporarily  in  any  safe  place  until  such

the  year  1857,  three  commissioners  to  be  known  and 
designated  as  railroad  and  harbor  commissioners  for 
the  city  of  Sheboygan ;  whose  powers,  duties  and  term 
of  office  shall  be  as  hereinafter  designated.    At  the 
first  meeting  of  said  commissioners  after  their  election, 
(which  shall  be  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  April,  one 
week  after  their  election) ;  they  shall  before  transacting 
any  other  business  choose  one  of  their  number  presL-  i

alike  as  may  be,  and  placed  in  a  box  and  well  shaken. 
Each  of  the  said  commissioners,  (or  in  the  absence  of 
any  one  the  secretary  in  his  name,)  shall  draw  from 
the  said  box  one  of  the  pieces  of  paper,  and  the  secre- 
tary shall  make  a  record  of  said  drawing,  noting  tho 
term  drawn  by  each  commissioner,  and  the  said  com- 
missioners shall  hold  their  offices  respectively,  one,  two, 
and  three  years,  as  said  ballots  so  drawn  shall 
nate,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  quali- 
fied.

William  E.  Smith,  Benjamin  Ferguson,  incorporators, 
Quartus  H.  Barron,  John  W.  Davis,  William  II.  Landor, 
George  Jess  and  Nelson  E.  Allen,  of  Dodge  county  ; 
George  Knowles,  of  Columbia  county ;  Luther  Han- 
chett,  of  Portage  county  :  Davis  II.  Wake  and  John 
Parker,  of  Marquette  county  ;  William  J.  Davis,  of  Eau 
Claire  county ;  George  W.  Smith,  of  Waushara  county; 
Moses  M.  Strong,  of  Milwaukee  county,  and  I.  T.  King- 
ston, of  Juneau  cpunty,  their  successors  and  associates, 
to*  be  determined  as  hereinafter  provided,  are  hereby 
made,  constituted,  appointed  and  declared  to  be  a  body 
politic  and  corporate  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Fox  Style. 
Lake  and  Wisconsin  River  railroad  company,  and  by 
that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  shall

a  bond  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duty,  to  be 
approved  by  the  resident  trustees  or  by  a  majority  of 
them.

The  people  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  represented  in 
Semite  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  :

Sec.  3*  The  common  council  shall  have  the  control  Council  to 
nd  management  of  the  finances,  and  of  all  property  ^Jnt™?  fimm- 
n  the  city ;  and  shall  likewise,  in  addition  to  the  pow-  ce*  audits 
rs  herein  vested  in  them,  have  full  power  to  make,  gen«*l  p°w- 
nact,  ordain,  establish,  publish,  enforce,  alter,  modify, 
mend  and  repeal  all  such  ordinances,  rules  and  by- 
iws,  for  the  government  and  good  order  of  the  city, 
>r  the  suppression  of  vice  and  immorality,  for  the  pre- 
ention  of  crime  and  for  the  benefit  of  trade,  commerce 
ad  health,  as  they  shall  deem  expedient;  declaring 
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and  imposing  penalties,  and  to  enforce  the  same  against 
any  person  or  persons  who  may  violate  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  such  ordinance,  rule  or  by-law,  and  such 
ordinances,  rules,  and  by-laws  are  hereby  daclared 
to  be,  and  have  the  force  of  law;  Provided,  They 
afre  not  repugnant  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of 
the  United  States,  or  of  this  State,  and  for  these  pur- 
poses shall  have  an  authority  by  ordinances,  resolutions 
or  by-laws : 

1st.  To  license  and  regulate  the  exhibition  of  common

CHAPTER  VIII. 

Fire  Department. 

The  common  council  for  the  purpose  of 
fire  limits,  <tc  guarding  against  the  calamity  of  fire,  shall  have  the 
power  to  prescribe  the  limits  within  which  wooden 
buildings,  or  buildings  of  other  materials  that  shall  not 
be  considered  fire  proof,  shall  not  be  erected  or  repair- 
ed, and  to  direct  that  all  and  any  buildings  within  the 
limits  prescribed,  shall  be  made  and  constructed  of  fire 
proof  materials,  and  to  prohibit  the  repairing  of  wood- 
en buildings  within  the  fire  limits,  where  the  same 
shall  have  been  damaged  to  the  extent  of  fifty  percent 
of  the  value  thereof,  and  to  prescribe  the^nanner  ot 
ascertaining  such  damage. 
To  prevent  Sec.  2.  The  common  council  shall  have  power  to 
:io^f  regulate  the  building,  construction  aud  condition  of 
*  chimneys,  fire-places,  hearths,  stoves,  stove-pipes,Jovens, 
boilers  and  apparatus  used  in  or  about  any  building, 


buildings, 
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and  to  cause  the  same  to  be  removed,  or  placed  in  a 
safe  and  secure  condition  when  considered  dangerous  ; 
to  prevent  the  deposit  of  ashes  in  unsafe  places ;  to  re- 
quire the  inhabitants  to  provide  as  many  fire  buckets, 
and  in  such  manner  and  time  as  they  shall  prescribe, 
and  to  regulate  the  use  of  them  in  time  of  fire,  and  to 
regulate  and  prevent  the  carrying  on  of  any  manufac- 
tories dangerous  in  causing  or  promoting  fires;  to 
compel  the  owners  or  occupants  of  buildings,  to  have 
scuttles  in  the  roof,  and  stairs  and  ladders  leading  to  the 
same;  to  authorize  the  mayor,  aldermen,  fire  wardens, 
and  other  officers  of  the  city,  to  keep  away  from  the 
vicinity  of  a  fire  all  idle  and  suspected  person*,  and  to 
compel  by-standers  to  aid  in  the  extinguishment  of 
fires,  and  in  the  preservation  of  property  exposed  to  , 
danger  thereat,  and  generally  to  establish  such  regula- 
tions for  the  prevention  and  extinguishment  of  fires  as 
the  common  council  shall  deem  expedient. 

Sec  3.  The  common  council  shall  have  power  to  Fire  engines, 
purchase  fire  engines,  and  other  fire  apparatus,  and  to  companies, 
authorize  the  formation  of  fire  engine,  hook  and  ladder  c* 
and  hose  companies,  and  to  provide  for  the  due  and  ( 
proper  support  and  regulation  of  the  same,  and  to  order 
such  companies  to  be  disbanded,  and  their  meetings  to 
be  prohibited,  and  their  apparatus  to  be  delivered  up; 
each  company  shall  not  exceed  seventy  able  bodied 
men,  between  the  ages  of  fifteen  and  fifty  years,  and 
may  elect  its  own  officers,  and  form  its  own  by-laws, 
not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  State,  "or  the 
ordinances  and  regulations  of  said  city,  and  shall  be 
formed  only  by  voluntary  enlistment ;  every  member 
of  each  company  hereby  authorized  to  be  formed,  shall 
be  exempt  from  highway  work,  poll  tax,  from  serving 
on  juries,  and  from  military  duty  during  the  continu- 
ance of  such  membership. 

Sec.  4.  There  shall  be  a  meeting  of  the  members  of  Chief  engineer

Punishment  Sec.  7.  When  any  person  shall  refuse  to  obey  any 
for  disobeying  iawful  order  of  any  engineer,  fire  warden,  mayor  or 
alderman  at  any  fire,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  officer 
giving  such  order  to  arrest  or  direct  orally  the  consta- 
ble, watchman,  or  any  citizen  to  arrest  such  person,  and 
to  confine  him  temporarily  in  any  safe  place  until  such 
fire  shall  bo  extinguished;  and  in  the  same  manner 
such  officers,  or  any  of  them,  may  arrest  or  direct  the 
arrest  and  confinement  of  every  such  person  at  such 
1  fire  who  shall  be  intoxicated  or  disorderly ;  and  any 
person  who  shall  refuse  to  obey  any  such  lawful  order, 
or  who  shall  refuse  to  arrest  or  aid  in  arresting  any  per- 
son so  refusing,  shall  be  liable  to  such  penalty  as  the 
common  council  may  prescribe,  not  exceeding  fifteen 
dollars.  f 
Sack  company  Sec  8.  The  common  council  shall  have  power  to  or- 
ganize a  sack  company,  which  shall  be  known  as  Sack 
Company  No.  l,to  consist  of  not  more  than  twenty 
members.

Chapter  277. 

Au  Act  to  incorporate  the  village  of  Waupun. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  That  all  that  certain  tract  of  land  known 
and  as  the  north-west  quarter  of  the  north-west  quarter 
of  section  four  (4,)  and  the  north  one  half  of  section 
five  (5j)  and  the  east  half  of  the  north-east  quarter  of 
section  six  (6,)  township  thirteen  (13,)  north  of  range 
fifteen  east,  in  the  town  of  Chester,  in  the  county  of 
Dodge,  and  the  south-west  quarter  of  the  south-west 
quarter  of  section  thirty-three  f33,)  and  the  south  haJf 
of  section  thirty-two  (32,)  and  the  east  half  of  the  south- 
east quarter  of  section  thirty-one  (31,)  township  four- 
teen (14,)  north  of  range  fifteen  (15)  east,  in  the  town 
of  Waupun,  in  the  county  of  Fond  du  Lac,  shall 
hereafter  be  known  and  designated  as  the  village  of 
Waupun,  and  the  inhabitants  residing  or  who  may 
hereafter  reside  within  said  village,  are  hereby  consti- 
tuted a  body  corporate  to  be  known  and  recognized  by 
the  name  or  title  of  "  the  president  and  trusteess  of  the 
village  of  Waupun,"  and  by  said  name  or  title  they 
and  their  successors  forever,  shall  and  may  have  per- 
petual succession,  and  shall  be  persons  in  law  capable 
of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded, 
answering  and  being  answered  unto,  defending  and 
being  defended  in  all  courts  and  places,  and  in  all  suits 
whatsoever,  and  in  all  suits  against  said  corporation, 
the  first  process  shall  be  by  summons,  and  an  attested 
copy  thereof  shall  be  served  upon  the  president  or  clerk 
of  the  corporation  at  least  ten  days  previous  to  the  re- 
turn day  thereof. 

Sec  2.  The  village  of  Waupun  shall  be  divided  into 
two  wards,  to-wit :  All  that  part  of  said  village  lying 
and  being  in  said  town  of  Chester  and  county  of  Dodge, 
shall  constitute  one  ward,  and  shall  be  known  and  des- 
ignated as  the  south  ward,  and  all  that  part  of  said 
village  lying  and  being  in  the  town  of  Waupun  and 
county  of  Fond  du  Lac,  shall  constitute  one  ward,  and 
shall  be  known  and  designated  as  the  north  ward ;  and

all  taxes  hereafter  levied  and  collected  by  the  board  of 
trustees  hereinafter  named  for  the  purpose  of  making 
or  repairing  bridges,  grading  or  improving  roads,  streets, 
alleys,  sewers,  or  sidewalks,  in  said  village,  shall  be  ex- 
pended within  the  limits  of  each  ward  respectively,  in 
which  the  same  has,  or  may  be  assessed  and  collected, 
and  all  property  within  the  limits  of  said  village  shall, 
and  the  same  is  hereby  forever  exempted  from  paying 
a  road  tax  in  any  town  or  township  in  this  State.

said  sums  arose  respectively,  and  in  the  same  book  he 
shall  duly  enter  an  account  of  all  sums  paid  out,  and 
said  book  shall  at  all  reasonable  times  be  opened  to  the 
inspection  of  the  voters  of  said  village ;  and  the  said 
treasurer  shall  annually  and  as  often  as  they  shall  re- 
quire, render  to  the  board  of  trustees,  a  minute  account 
of  all  his  receipts  and  disbursements.    And  the  said 
treasurer  shall.be  collector  of  taxes  within  the  corpora- 
tion, except  such  as  are  hereafter  required  to  be  collected 
by  the  marshal,  and  he  shall  possess  all  the  powers,  and 
perform  the  duties  as  such  collector,  as  is,  or  may  here-

after  be  conferred  upon  town  treasurers.  He  shall,  in 
the  same  manner,  before  receiving  the  assessment  rolls

The  assessor  of  each  ward 
after  completing  his  assessment  rolls,  shall  deliver  the 
same  to  the  president  and  trustees  to  be  corrected  by 
them,  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  when  so  corrected,

The  people  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  :

Chapter  326. 

An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Wisconsin  Lumber  and 

Company. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  represented  in 
Senate  and  ^Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

Corporators.  Section  1.  Oliver  E.  Hosmer  and  Rogers  Fowler, 
and  their  associates,  successors  and  assigns,  be  and 
they  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate, 

Style.  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  "  Wisconsin  Lumber 

and  Manufacturing  Company,"  and  under  and  by  that 
name,  they  and  their  successors  shall  have  succession, 
contract  and  be  contracted  wifli,  sue  and  be  sued  in  all 

Organization  courts  and  places.    They  shall  have  power  to  organize 

and  powers,  such  company  by  appointment  of  a  president,  and  such 
other  officers  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  at  such  time 
and  place  as  they  may  designate,  by  notice  previously 
given  by  them  ;  and  when  thus  organized,  they  and 
their  successors  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  alter  the 
same;  they  may  have  a  capital  stock  of  live  hundred 
thousand  dollars  or  any  less  sum,  and  may  issue  and 
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dispose  of  said  stock,  and  may  make  such  by-laws, 
rules  and  regulations  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  from 
time  to  time,  for  the  government,  management  and 
prosecution  of  the  business  of  said  company,  not  in- 
consistent with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  State 
and  of  the  United  States. 

Sec  2.  The  said  company  may  appoint  and  employ  Office™, 
such  officers  and  agents  as  may  be  required  by  them, 
and  define  the  power,  and  prescribe  the  duties  of  such 
o:l  cers  and  agents. 

Sec.  3.  The  said  company  may  receive,  buy  and  May  purchase 
hold  such  lands  and  real  estate,  and  other  property,  ******  Ac' 
and  such  lumbering  and  mining  rights  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary  by  them  to  the  successful  prosecu- 
tion of  the  business  of  lumbering,  mining,  tanning, 
quarrying,  the  manufacture  of  iron  and  other  metals, 
and  the  execution  of  the  power  herein  granted ;  and 
may  sell  and  dispose  of  the  same  from  time  to  time  as  , 
they  shall  deem  expedient,  and  shall  have  power  to  lay 
out  and  construct,  occupy  and  enjoy  such  bridges,  To  construct 
locks,  canals,  dams,  mills,  basins,  booms,  wharves,  piers,  damB> 
and  harbors,  and  appurtenances,  on  the  Menominee 
river,  aud  on  Green  Bay,  at  or  near  the  mouth  of  said 
river,  and  on  and  from  the  lands  of  said  company  in  the 
county  of  Oconto,  as  they  may  deem  expedient  and 
proper,  to  engage  generally  in  the  manufacture  of  lum- 
ber, the  business  of  mining,  tanning, quarrying,  and  the 
prosecution  of  such  other  manufacturing  business  as 
said  company  may  deem  promotive  of  their  interest 
and  welfare,  and  for  the  manufacture,  sale  and  trans- 
portation of  the  products  of  the  mills,  mines,  quarries, 
and  other  business  and  manufacturing  establishment  or 
establishments,  with  all  powers  necessary  and  adequate 
to  cairy  into  effect  the  successful  prosecution  of  the 
business,  and  the  execution  of  the  powers  herein  grant- 
ed ;  Provided,  That  none  of  the  powers  of  this  act  Proviso, 
granted,  shall  authorize  any  obstruction  to  the  free  na- 
vigation of  said  river  or  bay. 

Sec.  4.  The  said  company  shall  at  all  reasonable  To  allow  boats 
times,  permit  all  boats  and  other  vessels  to  pass  i1110^^^^*0 
any  harbor  or  basin,  and  through  any  locks  and  canal,  &c. 
or  lie  and  discharge  at  any  wharf,  pier  or  dock,  which 
may  constructed  by  said  company,  upon  such  reasona- 
ble compensation  and  rates  of  toll  as  may  be  assessed 
by  said  company,  and  may  also  fix  and  regulate  the 
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rate  of  tolls  upon  all  bridges  constructed  by  said 
Proviso.  pany;  Provided,  That  such  rates  of  toll  shall  not 
exceed  the  rates  fixed  in  such  cases,  by  any  existing  or 
future  law  in  this  State,  applicable  to  said  company. 
May  incur  Sec  5.  The  said  company  may  from  time  to  time 
debt  and  issue  incur  sucn  indebtedness  as  they  may  deem  necessary 
for  the  successful  prosecution  of  their  business,  and 
may  issue  bonds  therefor,  payable  at  such  time  or  times 
as  they  may  deem  proper,  bearing  interest  not  exceed- 
ing a  rate  of  ten  per  cent  per  annum,  may  sell  said 
bonds  at  above  or  below  par,  in  their  discretion,  but 
shall  not  in  any  case  plead  usury,  and  may  secure  the 
payment  of  any  of  such  bonds  by  mortgage  or  mort- 
gages of  any  or  all  of  its  real  or  personal  estate  ;  and 
it  may  be  lawful  for  the  meetings  of  the  stockholders, 
officers  or  directors  of  said  company  to  be  held  within 
or  without  this  State,  at  such  time  or  place  as  they  may 
determine  upon  in  their  by-laws.

records,  and  the  corporate  seal  of  the  city,  and  keep  a 
record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  city  council,  at  whose 
meeting  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  attend,  and  copies  of  all 
papers  filed  in  his  office,  and  transcripts  from  the  rec- 
ords of  the  city  council,  certified  by  him  under  the 
corporate  seal,  shall  be  evidence  in  all  courts  in  like 
manner  as  if  the  original  were  produced ;  he  shall  draw 
and  countersign  all  orders  on  the  treasury,  in  pursuance 
of  any  order  or  resolution  of  the  city  council,  and  keep 
a  full  and  accurate  account  thereof,  in  books  prorided 
for  that  purpose.  The  clerk  shall  have  power  and 
authority  to  administer  oaths  or  affirmations. 

Treasurer.         Sec  5.  The  treasurer  of  said  city  shall  perform  such 
duties,  and  exercise  such  powers  as  may  be  lawfully 
required  of  him  by  the  ordinances  of  said  city,  or  by 
the  laws  of  this  State.

in  the  discharge  of  his  official  duties,  and  shall  make  a 
full  record  ot  all  such  settlements  and  adjustments. 


CHAPTER  V. 


Finances  and  Taxation. 

Oity  funds  and  Section  1.  All  funds  in  the  treasury,  except  school 
orders.  an(j  county  funds,  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the  city 
council  and  shall  be  drawn  out  upon  the  order  of  the 
mayor  and  clerk,  duly  authorized  by  a  vote  of  the  city 
council,  and  all  orders  drawn  upon  the  treasury  shall 
specify  the  purpose  for  which  they  are  drawn,  and  shall 
be  payable  out  of  such  funds  as  may  be  ordered  by  the 
council,  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer,  and  all  such  or- 
ders shall  be  received  in  payment  of  any  tax  raised  for 
the  fund  upon  which  they  may  be  drawn.  All  orders 
shall  be  payable  to  the  order  of  the  person  in  whose 
favor  they  may  be  drawn,  and  shall  be  transferred  by 
indorsement. 

Sec  2.  For  the  discharge  of  any  debts  against  said 
city,  or  expenditures  authorized  by  the  city  council  un- 
der the  provisions  of  this  act  or  ordinance  of  said  city 
or  to  defray  the  current  expenses  of  said  city,  the  city 
council  shall  have  power  to  levy  and  collect,  annually, 
a  tax  on  all  such  real  and  personal  property  or  capital 
of  any  kind  within  said  city,  subject  to  taxation  by  the 
laws  for  levying  taxes  for  this  State,  for  the  time  being, 
but  such  tax  shall  not  exceed  five  mills  on  the  dollar 
per  annum,  of  the  assessed  value  of  such  property. 

Sec  3.  The  city  council  may  also  if  deemed  neces- 
sary, annually  levy  upon  the  property  liable  to  taxation 
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in  each  ward,  a  ward  tax  not  exceeding  two  mills  on 
the  dollar  per  annum,  to  pay  the  indebtedness,  or  defray 
the  current  expenses  of  such  ward. 

Sec.  4.  Special  taxes  for  the  purchasing  fire  engines,  Special  tax. 
buckets,  hose,  and  ladders,  and  other  instruments  for 
suppressing  fires,  the  purchase  of  materials  and  erec- 
tion of  engine  houses,  and  the  purchase  of  lots  for  the 
same,  or  for  the  purchase  of  lots  in  a  cemetery,  and  im- 
proving the  same,  for  erecting  any  public  buildings  for 
the  use  of  said  city,  and  for  improving  any  public 
grounds  in  said  city,  may  be  voted  by  the  council  at 
any  regular  or  special  meeting;  but  no  such  special 
tax  shall  be  levied  and  collected  until  it  shall  be  con- 
firmed by  a  majority  of  the  electors  of  said  city,  who 
shall  vote  upon  the  question  of  raising  said  tax  at  a 
special  election  to  be  held  for  that  purpose.  Such  elec- 
tions shall  be  conducted  and  the  returns  made  in  the 
same  manner  «es  other  city  elections.  The  votes  at 
such  election  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  the  city  council 
shall  publish  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  said  city, 
for  at  least  three  weeks  before  such  election,  a  notice  of 
the  time  and  places  of  holding  such  election,  which 
notice  shall  specify  the  object  for  which  such  special 
tax  has  been  voted  by  said  council,  and  shall  prescribe 
the  form  of  the  ballots  to  be  voted  at  such  election. 
The  city  council  shall  also  have  power  at  any  general  Issue  of  bonds 
or  special  meeting  to  vote  to  issue  the  bonds  of  the  f***?**^ 
city  for  any  of  the  purposes  or  improvements  in  this 
section  above  mentioned,  and  to  provide  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  principal  and  interest  of  said  bonds.  Said 
bonds  to  be  for  such  sum,  for  such  length  of  time  not 
exceeding  twenty  years,  and  for  such  rate  of  interest, 
not  exceeding  ten  per  cent  as  the  council  may  decide, 
and  the  city  council  may  dispose  of  them  as  they  may 
deem  proper ;  Provided,  That  no  such  bonds  shall  be  Proviso, 
issued  until  two-thirds  of  the  electors  of  said  city  vo- 
ting  upon  the  question  shall  vote  in  favor  of  issuing 
said  bonds  at  an  election  to  be  held  for  that  purpose ; 
such  election  shall  be  conducted  and  notice  thereof 
given  by  the  city  council  in  the  same  manner  as  elec- 
tions for  voting  special  taxes  above  provided  for ;  rfnd,  Proviso. 
provided  further,  That  all  vacant  and  unimproved

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incorporated,  (except  such  portion  of  said 
and  occupied  lor  a  dwelling  or  a  garden  or 
for  any  mechanical  or  business  purpose  not 
ten  acres  in  extent.)  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation 
any  special  taxes  for  the  purposes  and  improvemet 
this  section  mentioned.  But  all  such  portions  of 
lands  so  used  and  occupied  for  a  dwelling,  garden  or 
nursery,  or  for  any  mechanical  or  business  purpose,  not 
exceeding  two  acres  in  extent  with  the  improvements 
and  buildings  thereon,  when  any  such  special  tax  is 
levied,  shall  be  assessed  separate  from  the  other  lands 
with  which  it  may  be  owned  and  connected,  and  shall 
be  subject  to  such  special  tax  the  same  as  other  prop- 
erty in  the  city  not  herein  exempted.  Such  special 
taxes  shall  be  collected  at  the  same  time  and  in  the 
same  manner  as  other  city  taxes  are  collected. 
Estate  exempt  Sec  5.  Heal  estate  exempted  from  taxation  by  the 
subject  to  local  laws  of  this  State,  shall  be  subject  to  local  taxes  for

thirty  days  alter  the  order  for  laying  out,  vacating  or 
altering  shall  have  been  made  by  the  city  council,  the

Section  1.  The  board  of  inspectors  of  elections  oi 
the  several  wards  shall  be  a  board  of  street  and  road 
commissioners  in  and  for  their  respective  wards,  two  of 
whom  shall  be  a  quorum;  one  of  their  number  shall 
be  clerk  of  the  board  of  commissioners,  who  shall  keep 
a  record  of  all  their  acts  and  doings,  and  shall  keep  and 
preserve  all  contracts,  receipts  and  papers  of  the  board. 
The  several  boards  of  street  commissioners  shall  make 
report  in  detail  to  the  city  council  of  ail  their  acts  and 
doings  as  such  commissioners  whenever  required,  and 
at  the  expiration  of  each  year,  and  before  their  terra  of 
office  shall  expire,  shall  submit  such  report  and  all  their 
books,  records,  papers,  accounts,  receipts  and  vouchers 
to  the  council  lor  final  settlement  and  adjustment 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  deeming  himself  aggrieved  by 
any  act  of  the  board  of  street  commissioners,  may  at 
any  time  appeal  to  the  city  council,  who  shall  inquire 
into,  examine  and  correct  the  act  or  order  complained 
of,  as  shall  seem  just  and  proper,  and  the  further  act  of 
the  board  of  ward  commissioners  in  this  shall  be  regu- 
lated accordingly. 

Sec.  3.  The  said  street  commissioners  shall  have 
power  to  order  and  contract  for  the  making,  grading, 
repairing  and  cleaning  of  streets,  alleys,  public  ground^, 
reservoirs,  gutters  and  sewers  within  their  respective 
wards,  and  to  direct  and  control  the  persons  employed 
therein. 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  the  street  commissioners  shall 
deem  it  necessary  to  construct  or  repair  any  sideiralk 
within  their  wards,  tfiey  shall  direct  the  owner  or  occu- 
pant of  any  lot  adjoining  such  sidewalk  to  make  or  re- 
pair the  same  at  his  own  proper  charge  and  cost  If 
such  work  is  not  done  in  the  time  and  manner  pre- 
scribed, the  commissioners  shall  cause  the  same  to  be 
done  at  the  expense  of  the  lots  adjoining  such  sidewalk. 

Sec.  6.  The  costs  and  expenses  of  surveying  streets, 
alleys,  sidewalks,  sewers,  and  estimating  work  thereon, 
and  of  repairing  and  cleansing  streets  and  alleys,  and 
of  constructing  and  repairing  reservoirs,  fountains  and 
sewers,  shall  be  chargeable  to  and  payable  out  of  the

fund  of  the  proper  ward ;  opening,  grading,  gravelling, 
planking  or  paving  streets  and  alleys,  to  the  center 
thereof,  shall  he  chargeable  to  and  payable  by  the  lots 
fronting  or  opposite  to  such  street  or  alley;  but  no 
street  or  alley  shall  be  graded,  graveled,  planked  or

purpose,  their  successors  and  assigns,  shall  be,  and  they 
are  hereby  declared  and  created  a  body  corporate  and 
politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Fond  du  Lac  and 
Waukesha  Railroad  Company,  with  perpetual  succes- 
sion, and  by  that  name  shall  have  all  the  privileges, 
franchises  and  immunities  incident  to  a  corporation. 
They  shall  be  capable,  in  law,  of  purchasing,  holding, 
selling,  leasing  and  conveying  estate,  real,  personal  and 
mixed,  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  necessary,  for  the  pur- 
poses hereinafter  mentioned ;  and,  in  their  corporate 
name,  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded  ; 
may  have  a  common  seal,  and  may  alter  the  same  at 
pleasure ;  and,  generally,  may  do  all  and  singular  the 
matters  and  things  which  to  them  it  shall  lawfully  ap- 
pertain to  do  for  the  well  being  of  said  corporation. 
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Sec.  3.  The  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  Meeting  to 
them,  after  the  said  two  hundred  shares  of  said  stock  elect  dir 
shall  have  been  subscribed  as  aforesaid,  shall  give  at 
least  thirty  days  notice  in  the  newspaper  hereinbefore 
mentioned  of  the  time  and  place  by  them  appointed  for 
the  subscribers  or  stockholders  to  meet,  for  the  [purpose 
of]  electing  thirteen  directors ;  and  annually  thereafter, 
the  said  stockholders  shall  meet  [on]  the  second  Wednes- 
day of  January,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  directors 
aforesaid,  upon  a  like  previous  notice  to  be  given  as 
aforesaid  ;  Provided,  That  previous  to  the  first  election,  Proviso, 
the  commissioners  hereinbefore  named  shall  elect  one 
of  their  number  president,  and  they  shall  perform  all 
the  duties,  and  be  invested  with  all  the  powers  of  di- 
rectors :  And  Provided,  That  if,  from  any  cause,  an  Proviso,

That,  in  case  of  vacancy,  from  the  death,  removal  or 
resignation  of  any  director,  his  place  may  be  filled  by  a 
majority  of  the  board  of  directors. 

Sec  4.  The  affairs  of  said  corporation  shall  be  man-  Manage 
aged  by  a  board  of  thirteen  directors,  who  shall  be 
chosen  annually,  by  ballot,  on  the  days  hereinbefore 
prescribed,  by  the  stockholders  of  said  company ;  the 
votes  to  be  delivered  in  person,  or  by  proxy,  duly  au- 
thorized: which  directors  shall  appoint  one  of  their 
own  number  to  be  president,  and  shall  respectively 
serve  one  year,  or  until  other  directors  are  elected.

Sec  6.  The  said  directors  shall  meet  at  such  times 
and  places,  and  be  convened  in  such  a  manner  as  they 
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may  hereafter  decide  upon.  A  majority  of  said  direc- 
tors shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business, 
who,  in  the  absence  of  the  president,  shall  appoint  a 
president  pro  tern.  The  said  directors  shall  appoint  a 
treasurer,  a  secretary,  and  such  engineers  and  other 
officers  as  they  may  find  necessary;  and  they  shall 
have  full  power  to  fix  the  compensation  of  all  officers 
and  agents,  and  may  demand  adequate  security  for  the 
performance  of  their  respective  trusts.  They  shall  de- 
cide the  time,  manner  and  proportions  in  which  the 
said  stockholders  shall  pay  the  money  due  on  their  re- 
spective shares,  and  forfeit  to  the  use  of  the  company 
the  share  or  shares  of  every  person  or  persons  failing 
to  pay  any  installment  so  required  at  a  reasonable  pe- 
riod, not  less  than  sixty  days  after  the  time  by  them 
appointed  for  the  payment  thereof.  They  shall  haFe 
full  power  to  regulate  tolls,  to  make  such  con  tracts, 
covenants  and  agreements  with  any  person,  co-partner- 
ship or  body  politic  wlratsoever,  as  the  construction 
and  management  of  the  works,  and  the  convenience 
and  interest  of  the  company  may  require,  and,  in  gen- 
eral, to  superintend  and  direct  all  the  operations,  re-

are  observed  and  executed.  lie  shall  have  power  to 
administer  oaths  or  affirmations,  and  to  take  and  cer- 
tify acknowledgments  of  deeds  and  other  instruments 
in  writing;  as  a  judicial  officer  he  shall  have  concur- 
rent jurisdiction  with  justices  of  the  peace  of  the 
county  of  Jefferson  of  all  cases  for  the  violation  of  any 
ordinance  of  said  village.  „  1 

Sec.  9.  The  president  and  trustees  shall  prescribe  the  Meeting*  of 
time  and  fix  the  place  of  holding  their  meetings,  which  tr"****- 
shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  public;  shall  deter- 
mine the  rules  of  their  proceedings,  and  keep  a  journal 
thereof,  which  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  every 
citizen  at  all  reasonable  times  and  hours;  shall  have 
power  to  preserve  order  and  propriety  in  their  proceed- 
ings ;  and  may  adopt  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regula-

keep  a  just  and  accurate  account  of  all  moneys  and 
other  things  coming  into  his  hands,  as  treasurer,  in  a 
book  to  be  provided  by  the  trustees  for  that  purpose, 
Which  shall  remain  the  property  of  the  village,  wherein 
he  shall  note  the  time  when,  the  persons  from  whom, 
the  amount  of  the  several  sums  received,  and  the  source 
from  whence  the  said  sums  respectively  arise,  which 
said  book  at  all  reasonable  times,  shall  be  open  to  the 
Inspection  of  electors  of  the  village  ;  he  shall,  as  often 
as  the  trustees  shall  require,  render  to  said  trustees  a 
minute  account  of  his  receipts  and  payments,  and  at 
the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office,  lie  shall  hand  over 
to  his  successor  all  moneys,  books  and  vouchers  hi  his 
possession,  belonging  to  said  village  ;  he  shall  before 
he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  execute  to  the 
president  and  trustees,  a  bond  for  the  faithful  discharge 
of  his  duties,  to  be  approved  by  the  trustees,  which 
bond  shall  be  at  least  in  double  the  amount  of  taxes  to 
be  raised  for  the  year  in  which  he  was  elected. 

Sec.  13.  It  shall  he  the  duty  of  the  clerk  to  keep  a  clerk— kw 
record  of  tin;  proceedings  of  the  board  of  trustees,  dutjr. 
especially  of  the  passing  of  by-laws,  ordinances  .and 
regulations,  and  also  a  faithful  record  of  all  the  pro- 
ceedings and  votes  of  the  inhabitants  of  sn id  village  at 
tfieir  annual  and  other  legal  meetings,  and  to  keep  on 
file  all  p.ipers  which  may  be  ordained  by  the  trustees; 
the  records  kept  by  the  clerk  shall  be  evidence  in  all 
legal  proceedings,  and  copies  of  all  papers  duly  filed  in 
his  office^  and  transcripts  from  the  records  of  all  pro- 
ceedings of  the  hoard  of  trustees,  certified  by  him 
under  the  corporate  seal,  shall  be  evidence  in  all  courts 
of  the  contents  ol  the  same. 

Sk  .  14.  Every  officer  elected  in  said  village*  shall  Oath  of 
within  ten  days  after  he  shall  be  notified  of  his  electiou, 
take  and  subscribe  the  oath  of  oliice  prescribed  by  the 
constitution,  and  file  the  same  with  the  clerk,  and  in 
case  of  his  omission  to  do  so,  he  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  refused  to  serve,  and  his  place  shall  ha  filled  in 
the  manner  prescribed  in  this  act. 

Sec.  15.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  clerk  Special 
of  said  village,  by  order  of  the  trustees  thereof,  by  giv-  i»g*. 
fng  teii  days  notice  thereof  in  the  newspaper  of  the 
yillcge;  every  notice  of  a  special  meeting  shall  state 
the  objects  for  which  such  meeting  i>  called.

Sec.  16.  Any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  president,  trus- 
tee, marshal,  treasurer  or  assessor,  may  be  filled  ait 
special  meeting,  and  iu  the  manner  prescribed  in  the 
preceding  section. 

Sec  17.  The  president  and  trustees  shall  hnvepofre 
to  enact,  establish,  publish,  enforce,  alter,  modify, 
amend  or  repeal,  all  such  ordinances, rules  and  l>y-b^ 
for  the  government  and  good  order  of  the  village,  for 
the  suppression  of  vice,  for  the  prevention  of  fires, and 
for  the  hem  fit  of  trade  and  commerce,  and  for  the  health 
thereof,  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  declaring  and 
imposing  penalties,  and  to  enforce  the  same  against  any 
person  who  may  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  sack 
ordinance^,  rules  or  by-laws,  and  such  ordinances,  rule 
and  by-laws  are  hereby  declared  to  be,  and  to  have  thr 
force  of  law  ;  Provided,  That  they  be  not  repugnant  to 
the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  and  of 
this  State.  And  for  these  purposes,  shall  have  authority 
by  ordinance  or  by  by-laws,  to  organize  firo  companies, 
hook  and  ladder  companies  ;  to  regulate  their  govern- 
men!  and  the  time  and  manner  of  their  ex»  rcise;  tc 
provide  all  necessary  apparatus  for  the  extinguishment 
of  fires;  to  require  the  owners  of  buildings  to  provid* 
and  keep  suitable  ladders  and  fire  buckets,  which  are 
hereby  declared  to  be  appurtenances  ol  the  real  estate, 
and  exempt  from  seizure,  distress  or  sale  in  any  XSfUt 
ner;  and  if  the  owner  shall  refuse  to  procure  suitable 
ladders  or  fire  buckets  after  reasonable  notice,  the 
tees  may  procure  ami  deliver  the  same  to  him,  and 
default  of  payment  titer,  for,  may  recover  of  the  s 
owner  the  value  of  such  ladder  or  fire  buckets,  or 
with  costs  of  >uit  ;  to  regulate  the  storage  of  gun 
der  and  other  dangerous  materials ;  to  direct  die 
construction  of  a  place  for  the  deposit  of  ashes;

the  vicinity  of  a  fire  <ui  idle  and  suspected  persons,  and 
to  compel  bystanders  to  aid  in  the  extinguishment  of 
fires  and  in  the  preservation  of  property  exposed  ft> 
danger  thereat;  and  generally  to  establish  such  regula- 
tions for  the  prevention  and  extinguishment  of  fires  as 
the  common  council  may  deem  expedient 

Sec.  3.  The  common  council  shall  have  power  to 
purchase  fire  engines  and  other  fire  apparatus,  and  » 
authorize  the  formation  of  fire  engine,  hook  and  ladder 
and  hose  companies,  and  to  provide  for  the  due  and 
proper  [support]  and  regulation  of  the  same,  and  to 
order  such  companies  to  be  disbanded,  and  their  meet- 
ings to  be  prohibited,  and  their  apparatus  to  be  deliver- 
ed up.  Each  company  shall  not  exceed  seventy  able 
bodied  men,  between  the  ages  of  fifteen  and  fifty  years, 
and  may  elect  its  own  officers,  and  form  its  own  by- 
laws, not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  State,  or 
the  ordinances  and  regulations  of  said  city,  and  shai!

Sec.  7.  When  any  person  shall  refuse  to  obey  any  persons  r< 


lawful  order  of  any  engineer,  fire  warden,  mayor  or  al-  ing  toobey 
derman,  at  any  fire,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  officer 
giving  such  order,  to  arrest,  or  direct,  orally,  the  consta- 
ble, watchman,  or  any  citizen  to  arrest  such  person, 
and  to  confine  him  temporarily  in  any  safe  place,  until 
such  fire  shall  be  extinguished  ;  and  in  the  same  man- 
ner, such  officers,  or  any  of  them  may  arrest  or  direct 
the  arrest  and  confinement  of  every  person  at  such  fire 
who  shall  be  intoxicated  or  disorderly.  And  any  per- 
son who  shall  refuse  to  obey  any  such  lawful  order, 
or  who  shall  refuse  to  arrest  or  aid  in  arresting  any 
person  so  refusing,  shall  be  liable  to  such  penalty  as 
the  common  council  may  prescribe,  not  exceeding  fif- 
teen dollars. 

Sec.  8.  The  common  council  shall  have  power  to 
organize  a  sack  company,  which  shall  be  known  as  —  <*ut7- 
Sack  Company,  No.  1,  to  consist  of  not  more  than 
twenty  members.

members  of  the  fire  department  At  fires  they  shall 
take  charge  of  all  property,  which  may  be  exposed  or 
endangered,  and  shall,  so  far  as  may  be  in  their  potrer, 
preserve  the  same  from  injury  or  destruction.  Said 
company  may,  from  time  to  time,  adopt  such  by-Iawi 
and  regulations  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  not  in- 
consistent with  this  act  and  the  laws  of  this  State.  The 
members  of  said  company  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any 
pay  or  compensation  for  services  rendered  in  their  offi- 
cial capacity.  They  shall,  in  case  of  riot  or  distur- 
bance of  the  peace  have  free  access  to  al]  licensed 
places  of  amusement  in  the  city,  and  shall  pcrfom 
such  services  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  peace  aad 
good  order  of  same.  The  members  of  said  company 
shall  severally  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  that  they 
will  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  their  said  office, 
and  when  any  member  of  said  company  shall  cease  to 
be  a  member  thereof,  by  resignation, expulsion,  or  other- 
wise, notice  thereof  shall  be  given  to  the  city  clerk,  who 
shall  preserve  a  record  of  all  the  members  of  said  com- 
pany.
